Ridding Pests

Dear Dr. Thosteson: How 
does one get rid of crab lice? 
I discovered quite by accident 
that I had them. Where are 
they picked up I have not 
had sexual relations so my 
only thought would be a pub¬ 
lic restroom, although I have 
always been very careful 
when using such restrooms, 
and always been particular 
about keeping myself clean. 
— Mim R. 

I hadn't intended to keep 
harping on .the_topic of carb 
lice (and other ty^s of lice) 
but letters keep coming- in. 
asking about them. A few 
years ago hardly anybody 
asked. Now a lot do. 

The fact is that crab lice 
are very much more preva¬ 
lent now. Many times more. 
The difference between a crab 
louse and any other kind of 
■body louse is that it prefers to 
inhabit the human genital re¬ 
gion. It can migrate to other 
parts of the body, though. 

Anyway, crab lice are often 
transmitted in sexual inter-

course, but that isn’t the only 
way. The bug.s can get into 
the seams of clbthing, and the 
casual lending and borrowing 
of clothes can spread the 
pests. They also can hide in 
small creases of bed linens, or 
in blankets, or such. There 
are, in a word, plenty of ways 
for the pests to move from 
one person to another. I doubt 
that public restroom.s are a 
very important element in the 
problem. 

As for getting rid of crabs, 
just ridding yourself of the 
creatures isn't too much of a 
problem. But here's the 
catch: they lay eggs, which 
are attached to hair shafts by 
a very sticky, strong adhe¬ 


sive, and it is extremely dif¬ 
ficult to get rid of all the 
eggs. So presently a new 
batch hatches. 

Best medication, in the ex¬ 
perience of physicians, is a 
prescription medication < lo¬ 
tion or shampoo form) called 
Kwell. which gets rid of both 
the bugs and the eggs. There 
rire non-presCription remedies 
available in drug stores. How 
well they work, i can't say. 

I’ve been told that some 
people ha\e had very good 
results with them, .so I don’t 
intend to downgrade them. I 
do. however, stick to my be¬ 
lief that Kwell ha.s been the 
most effective treatment in 
my experiehce. 

D.'ar Dr. Thoateson: Why is 
hair black, brown or red? 
How can a black-haired man 
have a red mustache? — C.K. 

Well, it's a difference in the 
pigment, or coloring matter, 
but exactly why and how it 
N^orks. aside from the usual 
workings of heredity. I can’t^ 
explain.

"Lordstown syndrome," says 
Dr. John Griffin, former head 
of the Canadian Mental 
Health As8ociati<Mi. 

He says It itsn’t a symptom 
which will affect you. but it 
will affect the men under you. 


He cautions: The boss must 
be aware of the needs of his 
underlings. 

The "Lmdstown syndrome" 
is a new phrase in the vocabu¬ 
lary of industrial psycholo¬ 
gists. 

It is derived from Lord¬ 
stown, Ohio, where General 
Motors has huilt the most

It can lead to emo¬ 
tional breakdown and contrib¬ 
ute to mental illness.” 

In other words, the “Lord- 
slovTi syndrome” has reared 
its ugly head.

The spirit in which he placed his trust was

The scene is set for the commission’s dissolu- 


tion,now, following India’s announcement of the 
opening of an emh^y in Hanoi. The South Viet- 
name^se government, understandably, resented this 
show'of sympathy, and csuicelled the commission’s 
visas requiring its membership to quit the head¬ 
quarters in Saigon. If there was doubt of India’s 
neutrality before, the diplomatic slap in the face of 
the South Vietnamese government has confirmed 
it. And if the value of the commission was dubious 
before, it now obviously vanished. 

It has been a total waste, smd an affront to the 
sincere statesmen who sponsored it.

A VANCOUVER COLUMNIST, ’The Sun’s Allan 
Fotheringham, suggested early in the provin¬ 
cial election campaign that the Social Credit drive 
was “their first foray into the mass Americaniza¬ 
tion of Canadian politics, an experiment proven 
successful elsewhere.” Mr. Fotheringham saw a 
similarity to the successful selling methods used in 
the Onario Conservative victory, based on the con¬ 
cepts of a Detroit marketing research firm. In the 
east. Bill Davis, the new Tory leader, “never did 
say much in the campaign. The advertising blast, 
the ad blitz, swept him along like a chip in a flood.” 

The Americans, “Far more advanced than'we 
are,” said Mr. Fotheringham, “have proved that 
the concept works. We are to experience, on the 
edge of the frontier, an imitation of Ontario imi¬ 
tating Detroit . . .” 

It didn’t work. It failed pitifulh'. Now the ques¬ 
tion is, are the Americans far more advanced than 
we are? Or is one old-fashioned reference to the so¬ 
cialist hordes at the gates enough to blow up the 
whole modem, super-slick effort?

C OMMENTA’TORS normally would hesitate to 
use such harsh woi-ds about the Irish Repub¬ 
lic, although there may have been a temptation 
over the past few tragic years to condemn the gov¬ 
ernment in Dublin for a lack of determination to 
crush the infamous Irish Republican Army out¬ 
laws. But these emotion-charged confessions of 
guilt come from the heart of a hag-ridden people: 

“We live in an age of cowardice, with the guilt 
spread evenly between the highest and the lowest 
in the land.” 

This is comment from the popular “Sunday In¬ 
dependent,” a Dublin publication of the same re¬ 
spectability as London’s “Sunday Times.” 

In its soul-searching the newspaper corilmues: 
“We fostered the men who planned the 
murders of innocent men, women, boys and girls 
... We fed these people with propaganda ... And 
because we are not a morally courageous people, 
we never tried to stop their terrible excesses.” 

This is a dreadful indictment, and from any 
other quarter it would be examined with some sus¬ 
picion of prejudice. But there can be no suggestion 
of that sort of influence here. 


In this sardonic anal\'sis the newspaper con¬ 
tinues: 

“As for our posturing patriots, they go from 
military success to another. Have no doubt about 
it, in years to come we shall be singing alcoholic 
ballads about their manly deeds of heroism, and 
history classes will instruct our grandchildren how 
a selflessly dedicated group of men and women 
bravely resisted public opinion and pressed on with 
their sophisticated political objectives.” 

The newspaper calls upon Prime Minister Jack 
Lynch to give substance to his call for deeds rather 
than words to suppress the IRA fanatics. And 
there are signs that Mr. Lynch has heeded this ad¬ 
monition. He has gone a step beyond remonstra- 
tion, and oixiered a more vigorous prosecution of 
suspected IRA activists. 

It is becoming increasingly clear, in fact, that 
others besides the Northern Ireland victims find 
the IRA anarchism something less than tolerable. 
The people who make indiscriminate murder their 
policy for whatever ends are shortly to be hunted 
down, it seems. 

There is every justification for their extermi¬ 
nation.

E very new generation 
which has the good for¬ 
tune of enjoying freedom 
seeks to reshape the structure 
of society it is about to inher¬ 
it.

I T has taken time, crisis 
after crisis, multiple es¬ 
capes, riots, hunger, strikes, 
sit-ins — the whole incredible 
lot — but finally Solicitor 
Cleneral Jean-Pierre Goyer is 
changing his penal tune.

Ottawa Commonwealth Conference To Be Informal, Intimate 

Trudeau Triggered Parley Facelift 


By DEREK INGRAM, from London 

Commonwealth summit conferences are to un¬ 
dergo a major facelift. Next time presidents and 
prime ministers of the 31 member countries meet — 
and all the signs point to a meeting in Ottawa a 
little under one year from now — the arrangements 
will restore much of the informality and intimacy 
missing from recent conferences.' 

Th^number -of officials in 
the room is likely to be halved 
by the introduction of closed 
circuit television and other in¬ 
novations, set speeches will 


be cut to a minimum, and 
permanent provision will be 
made for heads of govern¬ 
ment to meet alone when they 
want in a separate small 
room with only the Common- 
wealth secretary-general 
present. 

★ ★ ★ 

An overhaul in procedure 
became imperative as a re¬ 
sult of the Singapore confer¬ 
ence in January last year. 
Many countries felt then that 
the Commonwealth was be¬ 
ginning to collect too much of 
the clothing worn by the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

The development had been 
a result of the rapid increase 
in the number of Common¬ 
wealth members. The atten¬ 
dance of 31 delegations meant 
that the conference iwm in 
Singapore often contained up¬ 
wards of 200 people. 

It was agreed that the pro¬ 
cedure needed overhauling 
and Secretary-General Arnold 
Smith was instructed by the 
conference to examine ways 
in which this might be done. 

This has now ^en done and 
in Ottawa in October officials 
will meet U) approve the plans 
in detail. 

The problem is to provide 
presidents and prime ^min¬ 
isters with more opportunity 
for impromptu discussion 
and exchanges and to prevent 
1 o n g - s e t si>eeches being 
brought from capitals and 
read out. 

In recent years the set 
Si)eech has become a habit. 
Although the conference is 
prh ate, texts are released to 
the press and used for politi¬ 
cal purpose back liome. 

The system showed up at its 
worst when, in Singapore, 
after the leaders had argued 
the South African arms issue 
alone for many hours they in¬ 
sisted on a further session 
long into the night so that 
tliey could read out their set 
speeches. 

Nor was it the newer coun- 
Iries that wanted to play to 
their p<ilitical gallery back 
home. The British and An.stva- 
liaas were Just a.s much at 
pains to get their point of 
view back to London and 
Cantierra.

favor a shorter agenda that 


combines general and specific 
t(^ics. They want time to dis¬ 
cuss specific matters of com¬ 
mon interest, such as pollu¬ 
tion. population control and so 
forth. These subjects would 
either be requested or emerge 
■from the discussion as a 
whole. They must be of inter¬ 
est to all and not dominate 
the whole meeting. 

# World review: The tra¬ 
dition has been to open the 
conference with a wide-rang¬ 
ing look at the world situation. 
This is no kxiger expected to 
be a set-piece. Speeches 
would be of the debating type 
and no one ,would, as in the 
past, feel he must make a 
long contribution. 

• Speeches: A time limit 
has been suggested — per- 
liaps 15-20 minutes for an in¬ 
troductory speaker and 10 
minutes for the rest.

Threat from ‘New’ Europe 
Reason for Iceland’s Move

British trawlers are defiantly in the deep- 
sea fisliing grounds off Iceland. Their names 
and numbers are eitlier painted out or obs¬ 
cured with canvas. One Grimsby trawler is 
flying the skull and crOSsbones at the mast¬ 
head. 

In Reykjavik, the bridge of Iceland's laig- 
est gunboat, the 1.150-ton Aegir, is being ar¬ 
mored. Two British frigates ere widely be¬ 
lieved to be exercising conveniently off die 
Faeroes Islands. It's the start of another 
“cold war.” 

Iceland has unilaterally declared that so 
far as fishing as concerned its territorial 
waters now extend not to 12 miles, as in the 
I>ast. but to 50. British trawlers fished 
these waters for cod for more than a centuryr 
West German trawloi-s also consider thorn 
iniernation.d water.s. 

Both now are armed with the interim in¬ 
junction from the International Court of .lus- 
tioe at The Hague which s*>ught to restrain 
the Icelandic givernment from e.xtonding its 
fishing limiis. provided Britain and W'est Ger¬ 
man inivvlers reduced and regulated their 
catches. 

The British and W'est German govern¬ 
ments agreed to comply with this Judgment. 
They e.xiiected Iceland to do the same. R >th 
have agreements with Iceland registered 
with the United Nations (in J%li requiring a 
reference to the International Oiurt in the 
event of a dispute over any e.xtension of the 
J2-mile limn. 


But in ilie dcei>-sea fi.sliing ports of Britain 
and Germany there is little confidence in 
dipkimacy. Fishermen think the Icelandei-s 
aim to show they can win a cold war l>efore 
Jan. 1. 

After that datt^ the common fisheries iKili- 
cv (»f tlie enlarged European Common Mar* 
ket will become involved. Iceland would have 
to take on virtually all of Europe, including 
two other liiiportanl fishing nations, Norway 
and Denmark, with which it has close histor¬ 
ic ties. But if the 60*mile limit is by then a 
fait ac<-oi)i|)li there will be almost no way 
British and (ierinan trawlers—or any others 
—can defy it thereafter. 

The British way of life also is involved. 
Fish is an Important part of the British diet. 
Icelandic waters produce 20 to 25 per cent of 
it. .Some 27.000 Jobs are at risk. 

In the background there are murkier 
waters, too. Not)ody here, diplomatic or oth¬ 
erwise. i.s making much of it at present. Rui 
two of Iceliimi's sev'en cabinet ministers are 
members of the Communist part^-. including 
FLsheries Minister. Ludvik Josepson. 

.And the final card Ihal the Icelanders 
seem likely to pla.v -or perhaps one should 
say ?he checkmate move they might take • is 
to reopen the question of the United States 
vacating the NATO base at Keflavik which 
the present coalition government first raised 
when it look office.

Revised Handbook Includes Section on Drns^ Abuse 

New Scouts Still Prepared

For the first time ip its 61-year history, the official hand¬ 
book of the Boy Scouts, of Amercia has been completely 
revised. 

JThe new version reflects an America short on wilderness 
if not on innocence. The old posters-that said scouting is fun 
still hold true. As the new handbook promises in the style 
that characterizes its tone: “Man. Scouting is a ball!" 

At first glance inside the nevv book, however, it would 
seem that little girls o^ today are going to have to fend for 
themsdlves when mad,dog.s lurk, and old ladies will havejo 
get across thestreet as best they can. Gone are botlvthose in¬ 
spirational line drawings of the original handbook. 

The new.handbook’s unminced prescripbon for scout-like 
•iiehavior: ‘‘Don’t be a wise guy or a loudmouth.” 

The revised handbook, which appeared Sept. J. faces up 
- -4o,changes that have swept the U.S. in the last half centurv*. 
It still leaches, for exaimple. how to deal with a snakebite — 
and a ratbite. It also include.s an eight-page section on dnig 
abuse. 

Sections on ti-acking, signallingr-.starting fires with flint 
and steel, frostbite, fits, con.slipation, edible plapts, heat 
exhaustion and sunstroke all have disappeared from tlie man¬ 
ual. • Q .-a 


That doesn’t mean that hiking and camping have gone 
the way of the $2.50 Scout shoe that also appeared in the orig¬ 
inal edition. On the contrary, hiking has been expanded to 
include hikes in the city: One illustraticm titled ‘‘Watch for 
landmarks" shows a lamppost. Interesting wildlife to identify 
along the w’ay: Starlings, cockroaches, house mice-and pig¬ 
eon.'?. 

As for outdoor cOoking, the 1911 handbook conceded that 
“amateur biscuits are not conducive to good digestion or hap-, 
pine.ss” but it did include directions on how to make pan¬ 
cakes. So doe.s ^e new book: "Mix batter according-to in¬ 
structions oh the ready-mixed package.” 

Hygiene has changed as well, and not necessarily-to the 
delight of a boy. Bathing, for instance, now is recommended' 
daily instead of twice a week. On the other hand. “Keep your 
fingernails neatly trimmed and clean” suffices for what earl¬ 
ier was a 20()-WJ»rd essay including the observation; "Biting 
the nails is a filthy practice and miitilates thc.fingcr.s dread-. 
fully.” 

What.if a city hiker gct.s lost? Docs he break out his 
Scout compass? Signal with his Scout whistle? Neither^ He 
looks for a cop. -- 

And what if he has to ... ? Yes. that is covered t<Hi: 
"Carry an emergency 3ime with yoiraf all times.” 


Commonwealth conferences 
has been the communique. At 
Singapore a long detailed 
draft was. worked out, but the 
conference opted a much 
briefer version.

He was particularly against 
set speeches, and practised 
what he preat'hed by confining 
himself to short sharp de¬ 
bating interventtons which 
nevertheless were hightv in- 
fiiifntial.

“Comparative Technniues of 
Government in <3ommonwealtli 
countries,” was squeezed out 
at Singapore. 

The subject i.s now to he dis¬ 
cussed at the October meeting 
of officials in Ottawa as well

The d^anadian view Is 
that Commonwealth countries 
whose form of government 
has in all cases evolved frim 
the British patern, should be 
able to maximize such mat¬ 
ters as exchanges of v’lews be¬ 
tween Commonwealth diplo¬ 
mats and posts in countries 
all over the world. There mav 
be much to be learned about 
other countries’ systems of 
government committees and 
other machinery.

Don Jo- 
hannessen, the NDP can¬ 
didate that year, had €.978 
votes while Louis Lindholm, 
the Liberal, received 3.312. 

The Liberal sui^rt. as re¬ 
flected-tiy—the totals, was 
almost unchanged throughout

. son’s total was 75 compared 


with' Lindbolm’s IS, with 
gains.

CARMI, Ill. (UPI) ~ Tens 
of thousands of rain-drenched 
pop fans crowded onto Bull 
island in the Wabash River 
Saturday for a Labor Day 
weekend rock festival as pro¬ 
moters struggled to get sound 
equipment, performers and 
sanitary facilities to the site. 

Court action on a suit to 
block the festival continued, 
even though Illinois state po¬ 
lice estimated at least 275.000 
>v)ung people were in the 
area. Police said about 200,000 
of the youths already were on 
Bull Island. The only bridge 
to the site was from the In¬ 
diana side of the river, via 
Griffin. Ind. 

A circuit court judge in 
White County. III. scheduled n 
late afternoon hearing on a 
motion for an injunction 
against the festival promot¬ 
ers, Bob Alexander and Tom 
Duncan of Evansville, Ind., on 
grounds they failed to get a 
permit from the state depart¬ 
ment of health. The hearing 
was postponed when Judge 
Henry Lewis was late return¬ 
ing from a wedding. 

A judge in Mount Vernon, 
Ind., fined the promoters 
$1,000 for \iolating a court 
order by setting up a ticket 
lx)()th in Posey County. The 
court had already banned the 
festival from that Indiana 
county. 

White County Sheriff Roy 
Poshard Jr., who returned to 
the Illinois shore by boat be¬ 
cause of the traffic jam on the 
Indiana sidef called the situa¬ 
tion on the island “a mess.” 

"I don’t believe the national 
guard could stop it," Poshard 
Said. 

But for most of the day. It 
looked like it might take some 
giant force to start the fes¬ 
tival. 

.\s the fans grew more rest¬ 
less. and the rain came stead¬ 
ily down, the festival promot¬ 
ers i>ostponed performances 


from noon to 6 p.m., only to 
announce there was some 
doubt they could meet that 
deadline. 

So many cars were aban¬ 
doned along the narrow two- 
lane road leading to the island 
that it became virtually im¬ 
possible for a time to get 
trucks carrying sound and 
lighting equipment, portable 
toilets, food and medical sup¬ 
plies to the scene. 

By late afternoon, cars 
wore being ordei^^o park in 
fields eight miles»away be¬ 
cause there was no more 
parking space closer. 

One reporter from the 
Evansville, Ind.. Courier and 
Press hiked out the eight 
miles to phone his office. 

‘‘You can buy just about 
anything >t>u want along the 
route, a woman, a man, 
drugs, wine, liquor — any¬ 
thing but a hot dog,” news¬ 
man Tom ClinttHi said.

LOS ANGELES — It is now 
possible to tell a person's sex¬ 
ual preferences by giving him 
a new kind of brainwave test 
developed by a team of Stan¬ 
ford University psychiatrists. 

The test provides scientists 
for the first time with an ob¬ 
jective view of a person’s 
arousal to a sexual stimulus 
presented In the form of a 
photograph, according to the 
psychiatrists. 

It is expected to provide a 
method for evaluating the ef¬ 
fect of psychiatric treatment 
of child molesters and other 
sex offenders, for example. 

Studying the brainwave, re- 
sjwnses to photographs may 
also be useful in other forms 
of. psychiatric treatment, they 
said. 

One of the researchers. Dr. 
Ronald Costell, now at the 
Naticaial Institute of Mental 
Health, will use it in. family 
inter-action studies. — 

He will study brainwave re¬ 
sponses to i^otos of members 


of famiiie.s in therapy pro¬ 
grams. 

Other members of the re¬ 
search team are Dr. Donald 
Lunde, Dr. Bert Koppel and 
Dr. William Wittner. 

The test, which utilizes so¬ 
phisticated computer tech¬ 
niques, measures “E” waves, 
or “expectancy waves.” 
which occur in the brain of a 
person in a state of antici¬ 
pation. 

The researchers tested 12 
male and 12 female normal 
subjects. They were sh<.)wn 
photographs of male nudes, 
female nudes and neutral sil¬ 
houettes. The neutral figure 
was a female but sexually in¬ 
distinguishable. 

When the volunteer subjects 
viewed a preferred sexual 
image, there was a marked 
increase in E waves, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

The subjects went through 
25 trials of exposure of the 
neutral-figure. In the males 
the E brainwaves increa.sed. 


while in the ferraies they de- 
cieased. 

“This suggests.” the rc- 
sparchers said, “that as the 
experiment progressed, both 
male and female volunteers 
came accurately to perceive 
the picture in the neutral slide 
as a female. Such response 
pattern lends sitoport to an in¬ 
terpretation of E wave en¬ 
hancement.” 

A report of the study ap¬ 
pears in the Aug. 25 issue of 
Science.

It’s difficult to assess the 
' accomplishments of this pro¬ 
gram at such an early date 
but what follows is a brief 
summary ctf one such assign¬ 
ment. 

.Lt.-Col. (Refd) Cyril Boulr 
ton, who was in Washington in 
the Second World W’ar for Bri¬ 
tain With the joint chiefs of 
staff, and latterly a retired 
marketing manager with Wa- 
basso of Mqntreal, moved 
here last yejt to enjoy retir¬ 
ement in Odx Bay. 

He had barely unpacked 
when he was asked by CESO 
if be would like to go to Ke¬ 
shan, in Iran, and advise a 
textile firm about reorganiz¬ 
ing its selling techniques. 

Shortly thereafter, Boulton 
and his wife, Gladys, were 
wandering around the Tehran 
bazaar, in the January snow. 
But they were back in Oak 
Bay for springtime instead of 
July as they had expected. 

The intended six-mcRiths 
stay turned out to be four 
months shorter. Nothing real¬ 
ly went all that wrong, but the 
difficulties Boultcxi encoun¬ 
tered are typical of what one 
is up against some times in 
such a situation. In view of 
later events, the entire assign¬ 
ment could even be consid¬ 
ered a limited success. 

Teliran, under a decree 
from the Shah two years ago. 
is undergoing a change tliat is 
hoi>ed to provide a better life 
for. its people. Up to now most 
of the advances in Ii*an, said 
Boulton, are of a tech¬ 
nological nature and in other 
things, there is little that can 
be noticed. 

“There are no statistics for 
anything in Iran except for 
the oil Industry.” he said, 
going on to say that by way of 
contrast, we In the West have 
volumes of figures for every¬ 
thing from baby cribs to the 
number of double knit 
trousers that are going to be 
sold next month. 

Statistics are the vital tool 
In marketing, he said. Cost¬ 
accounting is another. 

“In Iran, the marketing is 
done through the bazaar,” 
Boulton related. “Manufac¬ 
turers, even bigger ones such 
as the textile firm in Kashan, 
sell to the major bazaar, lo¬ 
cated in Tehran and the goods 
then filter thnmghout the 
counry to lesser bazaars, 
with a profit being made on 
each e.xchange. It has been 
done this way for centuries. 

“This form of wholesaling 
can sonietimos more than 
double the original price of 
the. goods and it’s difficult for 
the lowly-paid workers to 
meet these costs," he con¬ 
tinued. "This is why the Shah 
wants things changed.” 

The big problem for Boulton 
was getting next to somebody 
in the textile firm in Kashan. 
somebody. who would absorb 
the marketing techniques he 
was only tex) eager to teach. 
His best candidate was sent 
off to university to be a 
professor. 

The firm’s owTier, who had 
been running it for more than 
40 years, was 85 and still

MIAMI (AP) — Miami Port Director Irvin 
Stephens has found a buyer for 47 tons of ciackers 
•— 309,984 pairs of plastic balls connected by cords. 

Winner in the competitive bidding was Loy 
McCollum of rural Cleveland, Ga., who offered 
$847.20. McCollum buys and sells “just about 
anything,” friends say. But they say they have no 
idea what he’s going to do with 47 tons of plastic 
clackers. j 

The clackers became unclaimed freight last 
year, after the U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
declared them to be dangerous toys and banned 
them from sale in the U.S. The FDA said the 
balls, clacking together, tended to shatter. 

A Florida manufacturer, knocked out of the 
U.S. market, sent the 47-ton shipment to V'en- 
ezuela. The shipment somehow ended up in Chile, 
and by the time the clackers reacjied Venezuela 
the consignee couldn’t use them any more. They 
wound up in a warehouse at the Miami port in 
June, 1971, and Stephens has been trying to get 
rid of them ever since.

"Most of those arrested 
have been convicted and all of 
them spent at least (me night 
in jail," said Kokus. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Barbara Viceyich said most 
of the cases involve the mis¬ 
demeanor charge of "giving a 
false report of a hijacking," 
but that a jokester could end 
up facing a charge of interfer¬ 
ing with a flight crew, a fe¬ 
lony which carries a max¬ 
imum prison term of 20 years.

Lots of trees, yes. there must be t^es 
where you live ... and seagulls. Seagulls and 
other animals must deflnitely be around. 

These were some of the statements made 
by the 150 children who were present at the 
design-in staged Saturday by the James Bay 
Community Association in a small neigh¬ 
borhood park at Michigan and Menzies. a 
■tone’s throw from the Parliament Buildings. 

The association, which has made its aim to 
salvage James Bay, one of Victoria’s oldest 
residential districts, from becoming a West 
Vancouver-type highrise jungle, invited Van- 


' couver architect Stanley King to conduct the 
design-in. . ^ 

In an interview. King made it clear that 
the bureaucratic approach to the planning of 
cities was no longer tolerable. He proposes to 
take the problem to the people. 

“The richness of ideas and experience in 
a populace is so intense that it appears to be 
folly for architects and designers to sit in an 
offlce and suggest to others what tiiey Uiink 
is good for them,” King said. « f 

If the future cities are to be less inhuman, 
planners must feel the pulse of the communi¬ 
ty. Tltey must learn what people yearn for, 
what they aspire to, he added. 

And in his opinion, no valid conclusion can 
be drawn without considering the cblldi'en's 
wishes. ^ 

“They have strong feelings about their en¬ 
vironment. but these feelings have tradi¬ 
tionally been overlooked. By the time, they 
are asked to make statements, they are 
grouTi up and fnistrated.” 


Ancient Monster Shrieks Afraiii 


King said he believes that cities like Van¬ 
couver and Victoria are far ahead of the rest 
of Canada in tr3rmg new approaches to shap¬ 
ing fhr'urban enviromnent. 

Although it was oftei^ difficult to oppase 
entrenched values concerned solely with 
profit, tiiere were odd successes. King said. 

No longer was it possible to raze entire 
districts to make room for a new urban dev¬ 
elopment without creating a lot of counter- 
pressure from concerned citizen groups, be 
said. 

“Run-down areas are being renovated; 
people are beginning to understand that its 
more than just buildings ttiat are demolished 
when a whole district is razed.” 

King’s visual approach to gathenng state¬ 
ments from dozens, includiz^ children, in¬ 
volves nothing but a 20-foot-l<mg drawing 
board, about fcHir feet high, some chalk and 
loLs and lots' of oiscussion. 

V 

As people suggest what they believe their 
♦•(immunity should look like. King draws; he 


projects their statements on paper and slow¬ 
ly the skyline of the future community ap¬ 
pears on the giaitt drawing board. 

He also draws conceptions of the various 
factors which determine the planning of a 
community. Some of these factors are the 
community’s wishes, the political decision, 
the unalterable factors like weather and to¬ 
pography, the alterable factors, such as ar¬ 
chitecture and design practices. 

King said a design-in should be taking 
place on a continuing basis. People should 
always be able to contribute their wishes to 
the future of their communi^. 

The shape of a community, he said, was 
too important to be left to the experts alone. 

For the children, there were, of course, 
other things beside the design-in. The Bastion 
Theatre players staged a play for them and a 
magician had them «i)ellh»Hind for half an 
hour.

And then, say critics of 
what’s happening to Africa’s 
wildlife preserves, develop¬ 
ment begets development. 

At one extreme are the pris¬ 
tine conditions found at 
Bforemi, Chobe National Park 
and other areas of Botswana, 
a landlocked republic once 
called BechuanalaiMl. 

At the other end the spec¬ 
trum. is Kruger National Park 
in South Africa. This receive 
of 7,340 square miles is Afri¬ 
ca's most luxurious wildlife 
sanctuary. Most species seem 
to have come to terms with 
hordes of camera-clicking 
tourists. Visitors have come 
to expect tarred roads with 
speed traps, elaborate rest 
camps with servants, air-con¬ 
ditioning and markets stocked 
with cog beer and provisions.

Even Tokyo Cabbie 
Not Entirely Sure

TOKYO, Japan — It’s easy 
to get loet in 'Tokyo. Just take 
a taxi. 

You can’t speak the driver’s 
language, he can't speak 
yours. You can't read his 
writing, he can’t read yours. 
You don’t know the suburban 
streets. Neither does he. 

And when you start looking 
for street numbers you’re 
both out of luck. There aren’t 
any. 

This must be the only city 
in the world that’s so and 
so Gomplieeted and .so lacking 
in organization that cab 
drivers don't know all foe dis¬ 
tricts, let alone the addresses. 

What’s more, they don’t re¬ 
ally care. And they have.a 
gadget running from the 
driver to the rear curbside 
door which allows him to 
slam it in your face if he 
doesn't like your look^ or your 
-destination. 

And since the door has no 
inside handles the same rig 
allows the driver to keep you 
locked in there until he’s sa¬ 
tisfied with your fare. 

All this I discovered while 
trying to get to a ryokan or 
Japanese inn. 

Choosing one and phoning 
for reservations was easy 
enough. But then they started 
rattling off directions for the 
cab driver’s use. In Japanese, 
yet. 

I turned the chore of writ¬ 
ing them down over to a hotel 
receptionist, figuring it would 
only take a moment since the 
inn was in a Tokyo suburb. 
But I didn’t know my Japa¬ 
nese directions — and the 
need for them. It took her 15 
minutes and she ended up 
with two pages of notes. 

Once outside, clutcliing niy 
note.s. I asked a doorman for 
a taxi. But first he and twb 
companions spent 10 minutes 
trj’ing to find the inn on a city 
map. ^ 

(I spent the time in fascin¬ 
ated observance of a group of 
Japanese busines.s executives 
who were leaving the hotel 
after lunch. Awaiting'^them 
was a line of 50 black com¬ 
pany expense account cars 
with chauffeurs, and around 
them were a horde of junior

executives bowing — they 
even do that on the phone 
here —- and opening doors and 
being thoroughly humble.) 

Once the place was pinned 
down on a map the doorman 
called a taxi and I climbed in 
while the matter was ex¬ 
plained to the driver. But all 
he did was grunt and chuck 
me out again. 

However, the next driver 
was more agreeable. Or per¬ 
haps a little more stupid. 
After several minutes of 
.studying the directions he 
smiled and nodded, shut the 
door and we roared away on 
the half-hour drive. 

Two hours and 10 minutes 
later we were still on the half- 
hour drive, in the right su¬ 
burb. finally, but on the 
wrong street. 

In the interval we had 
phoned the hotel once, talked 
to two policemen — the best 
way to find a particular loca¬ 
tion if you happen to be in the 
right district, which we 
weren’t - and taken a confus¬ 
ing tour through half Tc*yo. 

Every once in a vifoile the 
driver would mutter to me 
and I’d mutter back, but since 
neither of us knew what the 
other was saying it didn’t ad¬ 
vance matters very much. 
Though it helped to relieve 
our feelings. 

Then, at the 2-hour-and-15- 
minute mark he made an¬ 
other phone call and discov^ 
ered we were just t^ streets, 
away and five minutes later I 
was taking my shoes off — as 
one must — in the entrance 
foyer. 

Some modem ryokans — to 
be avoided — have cc^ied the 


West and are large, garish, 
many-storeyed affairs, but 
this was a traditional inn. low 
and rambling with a garden 
winding about it so that every 
room had access. 

You r«move your shoes at 
the front door and use hotel 
slippers for the corridors, 
shedding even those when you 
reach your room to spare the 
straw mats which decorate 
the floors. 

And just to carry specializa¬ 
tion a little further wooden 
clogs are supplied for use in 
the garden and bathrooms, 
the latter to protect you — in 
winter — from the cold tile 
floors.

The situation at Nanaimo Is

Fish and Gams Clufa\as en¬ 
tered the controversy -with 
both feet. 

“We feel adamant^ that, if 
it is tfaosougfaly densmatrated. 
by appropriate independent 
authorities that a major ex¬ 
pansion of harbor facilities to 
Bcoonunodate a forest in- 
duetq' oomplex is soguiKd in 
_ the Nanaimo area, an alter¬ 
nate location such as North¬ 
umberland Channel in the vi¬ 
cinity of Harmao and Hooker 
Chemical is a far more logi¬ 
cal she for such a oomplex 
from an environmental point 
of view," says a brief pre¬ 
pared by the Nanaimo club. 

"This is already an industri¬ 
al area and poses no threat to 
the Nanaimo River estuary,*’ 
the brief says.

Waterfmd Area 

'‘Historically the estuary 
was renowned all along the 
Pacific Coast as a premier 
waterfowl area. At present 
puddle ducks ,(mainly wld** 
geon, pintail, greenwing, teal 
and mallard) and diving 
ducks (mainly scoter, gol¬ 
deneye and greater scaup) 
are abundant from fall to 
early storing, while Canada 
geese, snow geese, black 
brant, and trumpeter swans 
also occur there.

The estuary ia certainly an 
important wintering and maiv 
shelling area for waterfowl. 
There are relatively few such 
areas on the east coast of 
Vancouver Island and. most 
have been severely modified. 

Wildlife biologists in both 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments are extremely con- 
'cerned abcait the possible loss 
of the Noiaimo River es¬ 
tuary. 

Sedge Marth 

In a<Wtlon to waterfowl, the 
estuary, partlbularly the 
sedge marsh, is breeding, 
wintering or mIgraUan area 
tor gulls, many ahoseblrds 
and songbirds, certain hawks 
and owls and bald eagles. The 
Wilson’s snipe Is a game bird 
that receives some attention 
from hunters In early fall. 
The area also Supports 
various mammals, including 
mink, otter, muskrat, and 
hair seals. 

The fisheries resources of 
Nanaimo River estuary is 
dominated by three species of 
salmon, steelhead and cut¬ 
throat trout. 

Chinook salmon headed for 
the Nanaimo River support an 
intense local fishery in North- 
umbarland Channel and 
around Jack’s Point as well 
as farther afield in July and 
August. Fisheries statistics 
show spawning escapement as 
1,000 to 2,500. 

Coho smmon support sport 
and commercial fisheries in 
local and distant marine 
areas in addition to a substan¬ 


tial river Usbery in Sep¬ 
tember and October. Coho 
spawning eaoapemtsit is re¬ 
corded at 2,000 to SiOOO. 

Chum sabnon from the Nan¬ 
aimo River support a srnall, 
lata gUlnet and purse 
seine fishery in the Strait of 
Georgia near Kanaiiho. Re¬ 
cent . spawninAs of chums 
numW 10,000 to 50,000. 

Steelhead in the Nanaimo 
River support an intensive 
■port fishi^ from late No¬ 
vember to April, with estimat¬ 
ed catcbei o( 900 to 3,000 
steelhead. 

Searun cutthroat trout are 
heavily angled in spring and 
fall in the Nanaimo River 
from Cedar to the mouth of 
Chase River. 

m additian there Is an in¬ 
tensive sport and commercial 
crab fishery on the lower 
Naiudmo River estuary and in 
adjacent deep water. 

In an, tbs Nanaimo River 
estuary provides a leany 
impiessive array of recrea¬ 
tion from salmon and trout 
fishing, to bird watching and 
crabbing. 

’’’The majtH’ environmental 
change in the Nanaimo es¬ 
tuary has been the log boom¬ 
ing mat was initiated In 1948 
and has continued to 
presem,’-’ says the Nanaimo 
brief. 

Eel Crow 

"Apparently as a direct re¬ 
sult, the eel grass commdnity 
has been almost entirely eli¬ 
minated from the middle part 
of the estuary. Throughout the 
booming area there is no veg¬ 
etation: and the bottom is 


mainly sUty-sand with ac- 
cum^tions. dt bark and 
many sunken logs. Remaining 
eri. grass beds are found 
a I tt q (t entirely outside 
(north) at . the booming- 
grounds. 

"Sqme grav^ was removed 
from to jppesent river chan-' 
nel in to early 1960s. One en- 
viroiunental 'diange tot has 
been concurrent with lo« 
storage and gravri removal is 
to extensive clear cutting of 
to Nanaimo River water¬ 
shed.” 

Pa$Mbllie Impacts 

ihS Hiuiaimo Fish and 
Game Club notes ttiat biologi¬ 
cal station marine biologist 
Dan Qua^ opions that, al¬ 
though part at the productive 
capacity of the estuaiy has 
been k»t due to booming, res- 
toratim of this ama can occur 
once ttw booms are removed. 

*‘We are concerned about 
the poesible environmental 
Impacts of the devetopment 
... We would feel much bet¬ 
ter if the developmott were 
evaluated by some of the 
marine biolqgy sod salmm 
experts at iM biological sta¬ 
tion,” says the fish and game 
club brief. 

The club charges that “no 
long range planning has been 
conducted on the effect of the 
proposed harbor develop¬ 
ments on the community at 
large, primarily because local 
planning groups and officials 
were not informed or consult¬ 
ed when the project was in 
the preliminary planning 
stages three years ago.”

Log Booms 

The brief, also asks that if 
an independent survey iiW 
d 1 c a t e 8 the development 
should be built as proposed 
‘that there will be no furthw 
filling in of the estuary for 
any reasons by the harbor 
commission. C^ty of Nanaimo, 
or any private develdper; and 
that the log booms will be 
removed and ttie estuary 
booming leases terminated 
within three years in order to 
offset the environmental dam¬ 
age that is certain to occur.” 

The club also advocates 
changes in the Nanaimo Har¬ 
bor Act ^ri\ich would ensure 
greater local participaticm on 
the harbor commission.

New Book Details Fischer ’s Career

Every once in a wliUe the 
publishing industry comes up 
with a real chess master¬ 
piece, fiiough admittedly 
they’re just a few and far be¬ 
tween. 

•nie latest one by Double¬ 
day, however, Is not just a 
run-of-the^tiill winner — it’.s 
probably the most compre¬ 
hensive chess book put out in 
the last few decades. 

It features all of Bob 
Fischer’e 660 games, plus ex¬ 
cellent commentary on the 
U.S. chess genkis’ career by 
such experts as Britain's 
Leonard Barden, former 
Fischer tesK^er John Collins 
of the U.S.a and so on. 

Any young chess player who 
thinks he has talent enough to 
go into the game seriously, 
must put this book on his or 
her priority list. 

71m Interesting part about 
the book Is that it traces 
Fischer’s progress from his 
first, hesitant tournament 
games, but I imagine it was 
successes in recent years. 

For example, there are all 
Fiadier’a games from that 
unbelievable. clean sweep in 
the U.Sa Closed during the 
GOs. 

And there's also a good 
number of his games from the 
first Canadian Open in Mon¬ 
treal in 1966. Tliat’s another 
interesting point — Fischer 
was seven for 10 In that one 
while I was half a pdnt be¬ 
hind him with 6H for ib. 

Fischer was bEirely 1.1 at 
ttrat time, but six months 
later he already won his first 
U.S. dosed, something no 
ottier iS-year-old is likely to 
accomplish before about 1995. 


The publirfiers don't explain 
where they got Fischer’s 
games. Ut I imagine it was 
fix>m his own collection. 

If so, there's quite a lesson 
there, too, bemuse while 
Fischer didn’t save any <rf his 
wins against weaker players 
in early years, he put away 
sebresheets from most of his 
losing efforts. 

You see, he knew that a 
good chess player can learn 
more from one loss than from 
100 victories. 

And that’s what's probably 
made him such a great com¬ 
petitor. 

The book is titled Bobby 
Fischer’s diess Games pub¬ 
lished by Doubleday in July 
and the price is an apparent- 
ly-stiff one at $14.50. 

But the book, in my opinion, 
is worth every penny. Buying 
it will be one of the best 
moves an aspiring chess 
player can make these days. 
It can be either ordered 
through a local bookstore or 
through Doubleday. 105 Bond 
Street, Toronto 200, Ont. 

Fittingly enough, of course, 
Games of the Week are both 
from the book and both quite 
interesting. 

The first one is a story in It¬ 
self as it pitted Robert Sobel 
of Chicago against Bobby 
Fischer in the second round of 
the initial (Canadian Open in 
Montreal late In August of 
1^. Fischer was 13, while I 
was 22, and rated in the top 
five in Canada. 

Well Sobel, 21, beat Fischer 
-- the first and last time he’d 
ever managed that — but 
went nowhere as I beat him in 
the ninth round with a queen 
sacrifice. Fischer also lost to 


former Clanadian chami^on 
Maurice Fox of Montreal in 
die fourth round, while I had 
a five-for-six start. However, 
eveo then Fischer hs^ tre¬ 
mendous comeback powers, 
finishing with a 7-3 score and 
beating me out by half a 
point. 

The Sobel game is the one 
after which ^bby shed tears 
and a kind, motherly ty{>e 
came over and dried t^m up 
.... with a $100 cheque. I just 
happened to be standing by, 
though I was only a rookae 
newspaperman then. 

That’s why I’m running that 
game. 

The other one is a classic, a 
fantastic 22-move win over 
Robert Byrne. It came during 
that unbelievable 1963 march 
to U.S. closed championship 
when Fischer won evety sin¬ 
gle game, against players like 
Sam Reshevsky, Larry 


Evans. Pal Benko, Byrne. Ar¬ 
thur Bisquier, etc. 

And that was roughly seven 
years after the Mcrntreal 
starter — really hit first 
major tournament — and 
showed that Fischer at 20 was 
already playmg better chess 
then most Russians. 

It was only due to the Rus¬ 
sians fixing games between 
each other than Fischer had 
to wait nine more years be¬ 
fore getting a chance to prove 
he was indeed the best. 

In the Byrne game, after 
Fischer’s quiet but crushing 
21 ... Q-Q2!, the former re¬ 
signed. It’s too bad for then 


could have followed 22. Q-KB2 
Q-R6ch; 23. K-Nl R-K8ch!! 
Now 24. RxR BxN forces 
mate. Also losing would have 
been 22. N4-N5 Q-R6ch; 23. 
K-Nl, B-KR3. A real brilliancy 
which won the brilliancy prize 
at that U.S. (Tlosed.

It !s probably best known by resi¬ 
dents of adjacent James Bay. Too 
many more, visitors to the city and 
residents living farther away, may 
barely notice it, for it may be a pleas¬ 
ant flash-by during the pcqiular drive 
around the city’s shoreline. 


It consists of a seawall, water¬ 
front promenade, shrubs, flowei-s.

The second is a totem cai-ved by 
Jimmy Dick of the Kwakiutl tribe- 
one of the series made for presenta¬ 
tion to Ottawa and the provinces to 
mark B.C.’s 100th birthday. 


Centennial Park, in addition to its 
appeal for strollers, is intended for 
people to sit in, relax and watch the 
boats go by in the Inner Harbor — a 
never-ending source of fascination. 


Bit by bit the greenery is spread- 
.tlng and Victoria, already far more 
fortunate than most waterfront cities 
in’ability to «ijoy that waterfront, is 
gaining added space for rest and re- 
. taxation. 

,., One of the newer- pieces of green- 
,-ery is Centennial Park, on Belleville 
■' Street facing the Inner Harbor. 


'The park was created on about 
eight city lots on Belleville between 
the Canadian Pacific docks and the 
Bapoo Paint property, and was se¬ 
lected as the Capitid Improvement 
District Commission’s centennial pro¬ 
ject to commemorate British Colum¬ 
bia’s entry into Confederation.

^ Door to Hell 

Once it was the door to hell 
. itself, discovered by three 
prospectors in 1873. After this 
it became a mining boomtown 
and so«i was overrun by 
strangers with dreams of 
riches. 

Thousands poured into 
Ouray. The men worked the 
mines and the women worked 
the men for their silver and 
gold. 

Bordellos fltxirished. Bance- 
hall girls ran wild in the 
streets and saloons ran ’round 
the clock. 

Some got rich while 
hundreds remained poor. 

Hills Sivarmerl 

Prospectors swarmed 
through the hills. Within a ra¬ 
dius of a dozen miles they dug 
more than 10.000 holes, 

Mines were visible even 
fi*om Main Street. 

IVliUe the boom roared on. 
stocks were sold from San 
l-Yancisco to Manhattan, 
Some were worthless and 
others made men rich. 

With his Camp Bird -Mine, 
Tom M'alsh became a million- 
aire. and after this he bought 
his daughter the Hope Dia¬ 
mond and Kvalyn Walsh 
McLean went on to Washing¬ 
ton to become the capital's 
legendary hostess. 

Tragedy together witii for¬ 
tune accompanied the mining 
boom. Blizzards roared 
through the mountains, toucli-

ing off avalanches which 
swept entire wagon trains to 
their doom. 

Stubbornly, tBe miners 
faced the winter snow's. Silver 
was mined until 1893. After 
this, the mines shut down 
with the repeal of.the Sher¬ 
man'Act. Later .gold was dis¬ 
covered and the boom carried 
. on. 

By 1902, already a million¬ 
aire, Tom Walsh sold the 
Uamp Bird Mine for more 
than 15 nrilUon. Dozens of 
othei*s had mad^ their mil¬ 
lions from the mines and said 
harewell to Ouray. 

Toil'll 3.000 ^ 

By now the little town's 
population was 3.U00. lx>th 
mulesklnner apd* millionaire 
— nearly four times the 
present figure. 

Today for 24 miles behveen 
Ouray and Silverton the 
ghostly remains of the bonan¬ 
za days can be seen: tumble- 
down mines, collapsed cabins 
and fallen shafts. 

They are like markers in a 
weed-covered cemetery, re¬ 
calling an era when Ouray, 
Silverton and Telluride were 
among the rii'host towns in 
Anerioa,

NEW YORK (UPD—Oomo 
with ms into the world of the 
green wa.x, the point-comma 
massage, buzzing machines 
and tubes flashing purple, 
pink, blue. « 

It is the world of the search 
for eternal youth. It is callM 
the science of esthetics. It is 
practised by estheticians. 

More than 1,400 of the 
world’s leading estheticians 
gathered in New York for the 
26th world Congress of the Ii^ 
tematlonal Committee .fat 
Estbeticis and Cosmetolo^ 
(CIDESCO). They came from 
two dozen countries. It was 
u-hile visiting this congress, 
the first ever held in the Unit¬ 
ed States, that t was in¬ 
troduced to wax, buzzing ma¬ 
chines. flashing lights -— and 
most interesting — point-com¬ 
ma massage. 

The period-comma massage 
leport was delivered by Jan- 
ina Bilski of Frankfurt. Geiv 
many. Hie report likened 
point-comma to acupuncture 
-without insertion of needles. 

The massage used the 
thumb and fingertips in mo¬ 
tions similar to a period and 
comma along pre-determined 


nerve centres in the face and 
body. ^ 

The world meetings ha%e 
bem held since 1946. the first 
being in Brussels. Next year's 
will be in London. The estbe- 
ticians use die wax, machinus 
and other devies to improve 
the appearance of skin, usual¬ 
ly from the neck up. 

My guides to the congress 
included Dr. Edith Lauda of 
Wien. Austria, president of 
CIDESCO; Christian Bomkes- 
sek, CIDESCO treasurer frwn 
Frankfurt, ‘Germany; and a 
member, Mrs. Violet L. 
Lemon from Emporia, Kans. 

Dr. Lauda, who has a 
beauty farm in Austria at¬ 
tended by famous American.^, 
said visits to estheticians are 
more popular in Europe than 
they are in the United States. 
She emphasized tiiat practi¬ 
tioners of her special^ deal 
with skin and not hair styling.' 

“We tiy to normalize the 
skin scientifically.” she said. 
Dr. Lauda noted that Ameri¬ 
can women tend to w’ant to 
cover up blemished with 
make-up. That clogs pores 
and can worsen a problem. 
European women, meanwhile, 
prefer to have the estheticians 
improve the skin. 

Bornkessel. patting one of 


his robust cheeks for empha¬ 
sis, explained that European 
men hav'e the complexion 
treatments, too.

‘•Where skin Is concerned - 
there iaw-sex-difference,*^ he 
said. His cheeks certainly did 
have a youthful bloom, a 
ural looking ruddiness seen 
most often <»i American men 
when they’re on the ski slofies 
or clirhbing a mountain or 
pumping a bike up a steep 
hill. Or jogging. 


Mrs. Lemon said the prac¬ 
tice of esthetics is catching on 
*m the United States. “If it's 
reached Kansas, you might 
say it’s already caught on,” 
she said. 

She runs the Modem School 
of Cosmetology in Witchita 
‘and salons in Emporia. She's 
been at it around four years 
and said it’s a good way to 
make a living. Her hands 
were not weighted down with 
huge diamonds. 

“It’s a little like hair¬ 
styling.” sai^ Mrs. Lemcm. 
“You have to conv ince i>eo{>le 
about the treatments. Some of 
’em work and some of ’em 
don’t.” 

Mr-s. Lemon showed me 
around tlie e.xhibil area where 
all demonstrations were in 


-A treatm ent chair was $345, 
A-magnifying lamp was $165: 
something called a eiec- 
trodyne was $490. This' is a 
thing that has accessories 
(electrodes) for stimulating 
vailous parts of the body*.. 
Stirling circulation in an uo-. 
usual way. A four-poiht elec¬ 
trode for treatment of eye 
areas was $37. There were 
tweezer elect^ps fo remove 
hair, there were special 
sprays and suction cups and 
brushes. And, of course, the 
glass tubes giving off elec- 
tiiral pulses and powered by 
energy that gave off potoipd 
lights. 

One for the scalp looked 
like a huge comb with giant 
sized teeth, each ‘•tooth” 
being a tube whii^ flashed 
blue.

“K 'is very 
relaxing,” she said. The wax. 
such as~the green wax, mean¬ 
while, is used to remove fa¬ 
cial and body hair. 

Meanwhile. point-comma' 
massage was easiest to under¬ 
stand. 

Performed three times 
weekly and ext^idiiig over a 
three-month period this meth¬ 
od also stresses a potassium- 
rich diet with no alcohol, to¬ 
bacco or stimulatvig. food-in¬ 
take. 

Point-comma motions are 
performed by thumb and 
finger-tips. 'The massage in¬ 
volves frietkm and vibration 
effects. The most important 
starting points for the treat¬ 
ment. it was reported, are as 
follows: Alongside the spine, 
the head hairline, and the 
middlcline of the face. 

Bilski. the point-comma au- 
tiiority. noted that more than 
treatments are needed for 
heaitliy-louking skin.

The evergreen tee is pre¬ 
scribed for liver ailments, 
particularly those arising 
from the various forms of he¬ 
patitis infection. 

Ihe ancient cure Is guaran¬ 
teed by Rome’s most prosper¬ 
ous h^ medicine shop. It is 
one of the hundreds concocted 
from natural ingredients by 
Dr. Teo Ospici^ a graduate of 
Rome University’s College of 
Chemistry and Pharmacy, 
and proprietor of the shop. 

Despite the inroads of mod¬ 
em synthetic drugs, Ospici’s 
business is booming. 

He says the return to natur 
ral cures grows as people find 
out what synthetic medicine 
does for them ... and to 
them. 

‘' P e o p 1 e are poisoning 
themselves with some of this 


synthetic medicine/* he says. 
“’They take a pill for this and 
a capsule for that, and when 
th^ come down with a cold' 
they rummage around in the 
medicine cabinet for whatev¬ 
er the doctor gave them 10 
years ago for bronchltit. Then 
they are surprised when tiiey 
they are surprised when they 
wake up in the hospital.” 

Ospici’s shop Is the oldest 
“herbistoria" in Rome. It was 
founded at the same location 
on Via Torre Argentina in 
1783. Ita dark wood-panelled 
walls are lined whh almost 
200 herb-filled wooden draw¬ 
ers with wrougjit iron trim. _ 
Apothecary jan covering the 
shelves and counter add their 
colors of red cayenne pepper, 
shiny black UcoHce and 
gleaming white rock-sugar 
candy.

- Ther. is a comfortable cool 
darkness in the tin; (seven by 
U-foot) store. The whole 
place is tilled with a sym¬ 
phony of smells, reminiscent 
of a small town mint candy 
store and a pine forest. 

“I took over the shop In 
1948, when I received my de¬ 
gree in phytotherapy,” says 
the doctor in his even, self-as¬ 
sured voice. “We now have 
herbs and plants from five 
continents. Our prime busi¬ 
ness is medicinal. But like e 
shoe store that also sella 
laces, we also have apices, a 
few imported things like cous¬ 
cous, and concentrated es¬ 
sences of rose, mimosa and 
lilac for perfume making.” 

His window display includes 
natural bee honey from Hun¬ 
gary and soy sauce from 
China, but most of the space 
is taken up with plain white 
cardboard boxes all bearing 
the same blue label of the 
“anticO Herbistoria."

Depressed Women 

Show Increased 
Enzyme Activity 


Needleivork School 
Defies Quick-Sell 


NEW YORK (UPI) — In all 
of 17 constantly depressed 
women studied by re¬ 
searchers a particular en¬ 
zyme was much more active 
than in 19 other women whose 
mental depressions were oc- 
casaonal and of brief span — 
in other words, normal. 

The enzyme was monoa¬ 
mine oxidase (MAO). An ear¬ 
lier discovery indicated it has 
at least partial control over 
brain levels of the hormones, 
epinephrine and norepin¬ 
ephrine. 

'These are produced in the 
adrenal glands and secreted 
into the blood stream in re¬ 
sponse to chemical orders 
from the brain. Among other 
regulatory functions, they 
control blood pressure. 

A scientific hypothesis holds 
that the chemical basis of 
mental depression is an "in¬ 
sufficiency” of the two hor¬ 
mones in the brain. MAO 
deactivates them in the blood 
stream and other tissues.

women were outpatients of 
the Worcester (Mass.) state 
hospital. The normal women 
were college students, nurses 
and teclmicians at the hospi¬ 
tal and the Worcester Founda¬ 
tion for Experimental Bioltv 
gy- 

All the women were able to 
undergo regular menntrual 
cycles, a point of experi¬ 
mental importance. Nomially 
female MAO activity is lower 
during the first half of the 
menstrual cycle than the sec¬ 
ond. In the depressed women 
MAO activity during the sec¬ 
ond half was as much as 
twice that in the normal 
women. 

The scientists augmented 
the self-made estrogens of the 
depressed women. ’This lo¬ 
wered their MAO activity and 
temporarily relieved depres¬ 
sion. 

Drs. Edward L. Klaiber, 
Donald H. Broverman, Wil¬ 
liam Vogel, Yutaka Kobaya- 
shi, and David Moriarty em¬ 
phasized that they were not 
seeking a treatment for 
depression but an under¬ 
standing of its chemistry. 

With much more under¬ 
standing it is possible that es¬ 
trogens frdm the outside could 
become an important treat¬ 
ment. they said. Males would 
not necessarily be excluded 
but it would have to be ap¬ 
plied with extreme caution. 
Even a tiny excess in male 
chemistry feminizes.

LONDON (CP) — A school 
founded a century ago to pro¬ 
vide “suitable . employment 
for poor gentlewomen” is 
flourishing and prosperous in 
an age of technology and 
mass production. 

The school, founded by 
Princess Christian of Schles¬ 
wig-Holstein, is the Royal 
School of Needlework. It ap¬ 
peared at a time when the 
choice of skills “poor gentle¬ 
women" might respectably 
learn was limited. 

In its centenary year the 
school can claim a worldwide 
reputation. Only the splendid 
late Victorian house, with its 
vast rooms and wide crimson 
carpeted staircase, which ac¬ 
commodates it retains the 
peaceful and unhurried 19th- 
century atmosphere. 

The subjects in the syllabus 
read rather like museum 
labels crewel work, patch- 
work, samplers, church 
kneelers and blackwork the 
Elizabethan technique used 
for small pieces such as cuffs, 
with meticulous stitching all 
in black and gold. 

But the heads bent over the 
embroidery frames are most¬ 
ly young and there are at 
present 180 students on the 
register. These girts, some 
taking private lessons, others 
doing a full two years’ ap¬ 
prenticeship, have chosen this 
career from among the many

open to them in 1972 because 
they want to do beautiful, ex¬ 
acting and above all lasting 
work. 

They learn basic, tradi¬ 
tional stitches — for this type 
of needlework methods have 
not changed with the years 
and then it is a question of ex¬ 
perience and the development 
of their own individual skills. 

There is such a demand 
now for the school’s services 
that apprentices who pass 
their two-year course success¬ 
fully are assured .jobs in the 
workrooms, where commis¬ 
sions are carried out. Others 
may go on to restoration work 
in museums. 

And toclay many of Britain’s 
stately homes open to the 
public have skilled embroi¬ 
derers permanently employed 
maintaining their needlework 
treasures. 

The school’s patron is the 
Queen Mother and the pres¬ 
ident is Princeu Alice, 
C!ountess of Athlone and 

widow of a former governor- 
general of Canada, who fre¬ 
quently pays informal visits. 

One of the most famous 

pieces to pass through the 

workroom was the carpet for 
which the late Queen Mary 
embroidered the squares and 
border. She sent these to the 
school to be mounted and 

joined before the carpet was 
sold to Canada for much 
needed dollars shortly after 
the Second World War. 

And a young member of the 
present Royal Family. 
Princess Alexandra, cxiusin of 
the Queen, is an enthusiastic 
and skilled tapestry worker. 

The needlework school is 
run on business lines and de¬ 
pends for its revenues on fees 
for courses of instruction, the 
many private lessons given, 
the embroidery commissions 
and restorations undertaken 
and the well-stocked shop. 
This shop sells everything re¬ 
quired by the embroiderer, 
silks, wools, frames, can¬ 
vasses and literature. 

As a charity rwognized by 
the Inner London Education 
Authority, the school has the 
status of an instruction centre 
and holds evening classes for 
further education for which 


means that the skills taught 
/each a wide cross-section of 
people. 

The school carries out two 
other major functions, creat¬ 
ing the beautiful objects 
which will be the museum 
pieces and heirlooms of the 
pupils can get grants. This 
future and restoring the em¬ 
broideries of the past, a high¬ 
ly skilled and delicate task 
which, of necessity, is an ex¬ 
pensive cme. 

Many of the commissions 
the school undertakes relate 
to Items of historic interest, 
such as regimental colors and 
ecclesiastical pieces which 
will be seen by thousands. 
The exquisite gold embroi¬ 
dery on the tr-ain of the 
Queen’s coronation robes was 
undertaken by the school. 
Eighteen different types of 
gold wire were used to em¬ 
broider the design of leaves 
and wheat ears. 

Often the present is linked 
with the past in some particu¬ 
lar i^ece of work, as when the 
municipal authorites of Hast¬ 
ings coimmissioned in 1966 a 
series of panels 243 feet long 
executed in applique embroi¬ 
dery. The panels were to com¬ 
memorate the landing of Wil¬ 
liam the Conqueror 900 years 
earlier. 

One of the school's largest 
and most important projeots 
has taken five years of metic¬ 
ulous work, This consists of a 
series of panels in applique 
embroidery, 264 feet long, 
commissioned by Lord Dul- 
verton for presentaticxi to the 
Imperial War Museum, Lon¬ 
don. and commemorating 
Operation Overlord — the his¬ 
toric D-Day landings in Nor¬ 
mandy in 1944. 

TTxis great now work which 
the museum will house in a 
special gallery is correct In 
every historical and military 
detail. A committee of senior 
officers from the three armed 
services has checked Its accu¬ 
racy at every stage. 

British Oommonwealtfi. 
United States and all other 
Allied forces which took part 
in the landings are included 
and there are portraits of 
great commanders such as 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower.

After studying the behavior 
of 600 between the ages 
of eight and 16, the scientists 
say they ooidd find no evi* 
denoe that watching fantasy 
aggresaioD on tdevision 
makes children more violent 
IRadier, some of the hoys 
studied were found to be less 
aggressive in their physical 
and verbal b^vior toward 
oh>er boys and toward adults 
after watching a steady flow 
of television with a high level 
of violence, the report, re¬ 
leased last week, stated. 

The Gndings of Robert 
Singer, professor of psycholo¬ 
gy at the University of UCLA, 
are included in the five vol¬ 
ume report by the surgeon 
general’s scten^lc advisory 
committee on t^vi8ion''and 
social behavior. 

'however, the Singer-Fesh- 
badc findings differ with die 
committee, which concluded 
televised violence “may” in¬ 
fluence or increase the

Following six hours of view¬ 
ing weekly for a month and a 
half, Singer and Feshback 
stated. ‘*We fee^l reasooably 
confident that the viofent pro¬ 
gram content which these 
boys observed is not a signifi¬ 
cant cause of their aggres¬ 
sion.” 

They cautioned, however,

Stimulant Drugs Scrutinized 


BOSTON (AP) — Using 
stimulEuit drugs to control the 
behavior of hyperactive chil¬ 
dren could suppress their 
growth, says a Maryland re¬ 
search group. 

In a study released In the 
New England Journal of Med¬ 
icine, researchers at the Bal¬ 


timore Cbun^ department of 
health said two commonly 
used stimulants suppressed 
the normal weight gain of 29 
children surveyed. 

The atlmulants, dex¬ 
troamphetamine and methyl- 
phenidate, are used to de¬ 
crease restlessness in overac-

In one group of 20 children 
surveyed, between the ages of 
eight and 11,13 were on stim¬ 
ulants during the school year 
and taken off during the sum¬ 
mer. Several others cemtinued 
medication throughout thi* 
year. 

All 20 continued to gain 
weight while on drugs, but at 
about 60 per cent the rate nor¬ 
mal for their ages. The chil¬ 
dren taken off drugs during 
the summer showed a sharp 
increase in wei^t gain for 
that period, about 130 per cent 
the average for their ages. 

One of the researchers. Dr. 
Daniels Safer, said in an in¬ 


terview that the children 
taken off drugs during the 
summer appeared to compen¬ 
sate for some of the weight 
not gained wlvle on stimu- i 
lants. 

The Baltimqt^ study said ; 
the reasons why stimulants 
I'estricted growing in childi-en 
are not clear, but the re¬ 
searchers noted that many of 
the children on drugs ate less 
than othCTS their ages, an ef- * 
feet noted in adults. The study 
also noted that such drugs 
suppress sleep in adults and a 
similar effect in children 
could reduce the relaxed time 
needed to seirete growth hor¬ 
mone.

By then, an inspector tes¬ 
tified the yellow front door 
had faded to such “an innocu- 
• )U.s .^hade" that it need not be 
changed but the yellow blinds 
had to go. 

Miss Wellesley-CoHey ap¬ 
pealed again, this time to 
Walker. He ruled that he 
agreed about the door, but 


said he had no power to have 
such interior furnishing as 
blinds removed. He upheld 
Miss Wellesley-CoUey’s ap¬ 
peal. 

“This has cost me £700 
(51.450),’’ she said. “I am not 
yet sure whether I shall get 
the costs (refunded). If so,” 
she added “no doubt we "can 
come to some reasonable ar¬ 
rangements.”

Soma implaa of saa sand have been 
known to contain as muoh as 80 per 
cent lime and such a heavy dosage o{ 
lime on the lawn would create eondi- ' 
tiona favorable tor the growth of igeeds, 
clover and ooarsa paitura grasses and 
unfavorable for the health of the finer 
aciddovfng lawn graasea. 

If you have faeiUtiea for testing the 
acidity or alkaUafty of the sand, a pH 
readi^ of 8.5 or lower would make it 
quite suitable tor lawn dressing. Kita 
for testing soil acidity can be bought for 
around 52 in the garden shops. 

Sand taken from fairly high on the 
beach is usually not too salty for use on 
the lawn and to any case some grasses 
have no objection to a IlMe salt in their 
diet. A good way totest for s^t it sim¬ 
ply to touch your tongue to a sample of 
Ihe sand. 

ARBimiS TBEE (B.S., Victoria) — 

It is quite possible to transplant a na¬ 
tive Aihutus tree from the wild but it 
would be best to aelect only a very 
small, very young tree, for older and 
larger specimens are much more likely 




to suffer damage to the roots. As a gen¬ 
eral rule, the smaller the tree, the more 
likely it is to survive a move. 

Otdober and March are the beat 
times to attempt the transplanting. Se¬ 
lect a sunny, well-drained site wfth 
hme^ree aolL Plant to the same depth 
as before, as indicated by the soil mark 
on the stem, and stake firmly tor avoid 
root movement until nicely established. 
Spraying the leaves with tmt-Pruf liq¬ 
uid Mastic would help coast the young 
tree through Its difficult period of ad¬ 
justment to it new environment, and 
watertog-in with Alginure or Tniiaplan- 
tone would help get the roots oft to a 
good start. 

The Arbutus, incidentally. Is Cana¬ 
da's ONLY native broad-leafed ever¬ 
green tree. 

PEBENNIAI, SNAPDBAOONS 
(T.S,, Cordova Bay) — While ordinarily 
treated as annuals, antirrhinums are 
actually hardy perennials and while it 
is quite possible to carry the plants 
over from one year to another,, I am 
very much against this practice. 

In my experience. It is the old, ovetv 
wintered snap that provide reservoiis 
of antirrhinum rust disease for infecting 
new piants and endangering both your 


own and your neighbouTs' gardens. My. 
anapa are puUed up and eotiaigned to 
the incinerator every faH and new ones 
purchased or started from seed every 
spring. 

rHACBES AND OBAPB! (J.O’B. 
Naaalnw) — Rad cheeks are no indtea- 
ticn of ripenesf In p e a eliss and it is bet¬ 
ter to go by the shaded side of the fruit. 
The color here changes from green to 
yellow as the peach ripens. 

I don't know of any trustworthy sig¬ 
nal or sign that will indicate when 
grapes are fully ripened. Your beto bet 
Is to try a few from time to thru and 
harvest when the flavor pleases your 
parheular palate. Soma folks like the 
heavy sweetness of a fuUy ripened 
grape: others find this cluing and 
prefer She sharper flavor of a siigbtly 
underripe fruit The sweeter the grape, 
the higher will be the alcoholic content 
of your wine. 

TBANSPLANTINO PEONIES (W.S., 
Beyal Oak) — Tha best time to dig up, 
divide and replant an overgrovm peony 
is during the last week far September or - 
the ftrit week of October. Plant two 
inches deep and five feet apart In full 
sun and in soil enriched Hdth peat moss 
and bone meal.

Gunboat

British Nets 





LONDON (AP) — An Ice- 
'landlc gunbo«t ihattered the 
uneaty •p«nin|r writh British 
trewlm in the cod war off 
the North Atlantic island Sat¬ 
urday by tiylng to wreck cue 
of the vessels’ fishing gear, 
the British Trawlers Federa¬ 
tion claimed. 

It was the tM move by the 
Icelanders against about 111 
British, West German and 
. Belgian trawlera defying Ice¬ 
land’s new SO-mils tarritorlal 
waters limit 

The federation said the gun¬ 
boat was the 90O-ton Aegir, 
the biggest cutter In Iceland’s 
miniscule fleet which has 
been shadowing the foreign 
trawler packs since the new 
limit was imposed at mid¬ 
night ’Thuisday night. 

Until now, Iceland’s four 
gunboats, armed with bow 
cannon, had only pho¬ 
tographed the trawlers and 
warned some they faced 
arrest for Illegal fishing. 

However. Iceland’s Fish¬ 
eries Minister, Ludvik Jo- 
sephsson, warned Friday 
night: "We will use force if 
necessary but I’m not pre¬ 
pared to say what methods 
we will use." 

The Aegir’s reported action 
came amid reports from 
Reykiavik, the Icelandic capi¬ 
tal, that a gunboat had been 
ordered to investigate com¬ 
plaints from Icelandic fishing 
boats that British trawlers 
were fouling their nets. 


’Hie British ’Trawlers Feder¬ 
ation said the Aegir ap¬ 
proached the trawler at mid¬ 
day and ordered the skipper 
to take his nets abgard. 

’The British trawigrman re¬ 
fused twice and the gunboat 
tried to cut through the boat’s 
nets. It failed to cufthe trawl, 
then made off, a spokesman 
•aid. 

TtM trawlen have banded 
Into packs (or protection and 
continued to fish although 
gunboats trailed them. 

British trawlers were re> 
ported to have sailed to widiin 
13 miles of the island, chasing 
schools of cod and haddock.

’ OTTAWA (CP) — The per¬ 
formance of the 28th Parlia- 
ment-^dismissed Friday to 
make way for electkxi of the 
39tb—is bound to be an issue 
in the election campaign that 
will end Oct 30. 

Opposition candidates 
fatame the 28th's solid liberal 
majori^ for its failings and 
omissions. Liberals can¬ 
didates accentuate the posi¬ 
tive features of laws passed 
and fault opposition MPs for 
delays that left a stack of 
promised legislation in limbo. 

Partisan politics aside, the 
now-dissoh'^ 28th holds an 
indisputable record as the 
longest-lived peacetime Par¬ 
liament in Canada's history at 
four years, 39 days. 

Only one lasted longer: The 
19th Parliament of 1940-43 was 
stretched intentionally to its 
full legal limit of five years to 
avoid the distraction of ele«- 
tioneering while the country 
was engaged in the Second 
World War. 

But members of the 28th un¬ 
doubtedly worked harder than 
their counterparts in the 19th. 
Through tour separate ses¬ 
sions. the Commons sat on 686 
days, including several over¬ 
night sittings. 

Through those 686 days in 
the Commons, and uncounted 
hours in House committees, 
the 28th Parliament passed 
more than 200 laws — many 
with significant potential im¬ 
pact on the welfare and wal¬ 
lets of (I!anadians. 

Parliament spent a ma.iori- 
!ty of its time debating money 
matters — how to tax and 
how to spend. 

.^d spending went up and 
up; For every dollar budgeted 
at die outset of the 28th Par¬ 
liament, $1.60 was being spent 
as Parliament dissolved. The 
196$ budget allocated about 
10.8 billion for that fiscal 
year. The budget last May 8 
outlined spending of more 
than $16 billion for the current 
financial year. 

Along the way. Parliament 
wrote new laws and over¬ 
hauled or tinkered with exist- ; 
ing statutes on taxes and pen¬ 
sions, crime and courts, pris- ■ 
ons, the environment, lan¬ 
guage. farm aid. labor rela¬ 
tions and the organization of 
government and Parliament 
itself. . 

Major and most dramatic 


The Trudeau government 
involved the stringent War 
Measures Act following the 
kidnapping of British diplo¬ 
mat James Cross by the 
Front de Liberation du Que¬ 
bec. withdrawing civil rights. 

Subsequently, following the 
kidnapping and murder of 
C^ebec Labor Minister Pierre 
Larxirte — Cross was freed in 
December — a temporary 
public order law was passed 
and kept in fcace to the fol¬ 
lowing April. The government 
intended at one time to bring 
in permanent public-order 
iegi.slation. but nev er did so. 

Ix)ng-promised tax reform, 
a decade in preparation, ot*- 
(upied Parliament and some 
of its committees for two 
years before legislation 
much modified from original 
pio^iosals — finally emerged 
at the end of last year. 

Two major hatches of 
amendments to tlie Criminal 
Code — one in 1969 ^nd the 
other earlier this year al¬ 
tered a whole series of provi¬ 
sions from thase goveming 
homosexuals to rules oh im¬ 
paired di'ivmg and airplane 
hijacking. 

The long-ninnjng commis¬ 
sion on bilingualism and bi- 
cuituralism folded its tents , 
soon after Parliament made ; 
official bilingualism a more 
formal feature of Canadian , 
life than the Kathei’S of Con- j 
federation hnd managed 11)3 
years ago.

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The sunlight thins Ijttle. Time stops its outboard rushing and sails with silence. 
Dawn has an edge to it; not sharp, to be sure, but an edge. Evening comes softly, but 
earlier, so that there is time for longer thoughts and for distilling the 

essence of summer. 
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My thoughts always 
lead in ane direction: how 
fortunate I am to be here, 
at any season. For more 
than: 22 years Chdnnel 
Rock has been my home 
and in every day at it I 
have known the incred¬ 
ible beauty of joy, which 
' is the other side of pain. 
For 23 Septembers I have 
felt the happiness^ of si¬ 
lence coming after sound, 
the wonder in a falling 
leaf, the magic of the 
j rain. 

; - , ; r 

' t To some people Channel Rock is, 
I am sure, “a damp sort of place 
where’ all the birds fly about un¬ 
cooked." Today is dr>’. but a number 
of uncooked birds are Dying and 
down in the bay a guillemot with 
’ spectacles is looking very wise. Out 
beyond him is a 'common golden-eye 
female, she that nests iii trees, 
sometimes 50 feet above the ground, 
and lets her ducklings get down to 
terra firma as best diey can. Bar- 
row’s gpld^n-eye and the buffle head 
have this habit too. 

.How do their children manage? 1 
have ne\er seen young golden-eyes 
or bufflo heads perform, but once \ 

■ wjatched a w'ood duck’s progenty 
nUke the great descent. They sim¬ 
ply hur^ themselves out of the 
nMt. b^ncing and rolling to the 
ground apparently ^unhurt. One little 
fellow just couldn’t make himself do 
iti Mama, down below, fixed him 
with a stem eye and at last he flung 
desperately into space. The next mo- 
nient he was nonchantantly walking 
in line behind mama towards a 
nearby stream. 

The same year observed those . 
ducklings being launched in life, I 
came up<Hi a lesser scaup in his 
moult. What a pitiful sight! All his 
feathers gone and as he couldn’t fly 
he had to stay in the water for pro¬ 
tection. until they grew back in 
about three weeks. That was the 
season too when, near Victoria. I 
had my first sight in Canada of the 
European widgeon. Every^now and 
then there is a glorious year like 
that. ] ' / 

Tn another wonderfUl year I caihe 
across the nest of the white-eared 
hummingbird in the Anzona moun¬ 
tains. The beautifully shaped nest 
was of common enough mud and 
sticks, but It was^anchored to free 
branches by the hairs of gall nuts. 
Thf'se bteak when the nest is oc¬ 
cupied, letting it swing freely. 

“Rodk-aibyo. baby, in the tree 
top’* might have been written about 
the fantail warbler. Only in her case 
reeds subskitute fpr a tree. She 
builds her nest on 'top of them, so 
that “when the wind blows the cra¬ 
dle pill rock.” Eggs that I have 
heard about and wish I could see 
are those of the exotic bedellestoma, 
which livesJn California. They are 
more oval than round and lock into 
each other to form a dhain. Togeth-, 
rrln«'*ss indeed. ‘ ' i 

Once I found 'a dipi)er’s arched 
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nest grass and moss behind a 
w'aterfall. That is the dipper’s 
favorite nesting place; where she 
feels safe, for only a dipper will fly 
through a w’aterfall. Only ttie diw^er 
w’alks on the bottom of a river and 
when you see a grey, duuahsize 
bird doing calisthenics on a river 
stone or hear a high, mockingbird' 
like song you'll kow it’s this water 
ouzel. ■* 

When I had malaria some years 
ago (shivering with the thermome¬ 
ter at 90 degrees—wiiat a feeling!) I 
was told about the woodcock. Early 
settlers knew it as the malaria bird, 
because it was often found in 
sw-amiv^ areas w’here mosquitos and 
malaria w’ent together. One river 
town in the east was praised as 
being a healthy place, “there being 
no woodcock ground within five 
miles of the coUrthouse.” 

Se\^ral pileated woodpeckers, 
those “cocks of the woods,” lived at 
Channel Rock when I came here and 
many more over the island. But be¬ 
cause they were big and colorful 
and slow, small boys—and others 
I not so small—shot at them with 
slings or guns and at the ruffed 
grouse’^knd other birds. 

A couple of miles away was a 
large artd lo\ ely clump of or>'thron- 


ever cooked meat over a campfire 
and watched the Canada Jay or 
Clarke's nutcracker cwne running 
knows that some birds certainly 
can. Up in the mountains it used to 
be all I could do to l^p my camp 
supper for myself. Magpies are good 
miffers also, but on the whole see¬ 
ing substitutes for smelling. llKMigh 
when a “nose” is needed it seems to 
be there, as when my winter visitors 
go after hidden cat food. 

How do the birds get colored 
feathers? One part of the answer 
they could barely believe was that 
blue can be an illusion. That nwute 
air-filled holes in the feathers can 
screen out all wave lengths except 
blu& from our vision. Why birds can 
eat what we can’t took considerable 
explaining also. Especially when tee 
embryo naturalists discovered that 
^the pine grosbeak snacks on deadly 
nightshade. That plant is thought to 
be a garden escape here — although 
I have never seen it — and I had 
been warning them about it. 

As there were so many diving 
ducks all around us, there was also 
the problem of how they dived: why 
the air inside w'ouldn’t keep them 
floating. When told teat they ex¬ 
pelled air from their body cavities 
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iums. spilling over a cliff. Because 
they were so Jx*autiful the children 
picked them, often pulling them up 
by the roirts. So, thinking that if they 
knew the flo\wrs and birds better, 
they might leave therrr in peace, I 
started a series of nature walks 
here; as I have in other places, 
(*hildTX*n being children everywhere. 

-Even Duchess, a horse, went 
along on these. You might say she 
came for the ride, as the prize for 
the most identifioat'ons was a ride 
on pucliess. Her owner, being a 
'friend of wild things, was a great 
asse^. The neighbors who supplied 
ice creamjend C'^okies at the end of 
our tours! were probablyj the most 
poT>i5lar ofj all. 

It was « ^igh moment when flow¬ 
ers tHat some of the ehildrtjn had 
road BlX)uti4n faraway fairy tales 
were met litres] life on our trails: 
lupine, columbine, foxglove, yarrow, 
hnreb'^ll. l.-nendcr among them. 
^They were fascinated by the story of 
the feathered reptilp. Archaehp- 
teryx. from which oui^ modem birds 
inhiTited their sealed jrgSj egg tooth 
,on the upper beak ant^ their pgg-lny- 

ability. 

Even-, wf'lk hnd, its questions. 
Can birds Smell? .\nyone who has 


and C^xitracted their feathers to 
press out the air enclosed there, im¬ 
mediately there was another ques¬ 
tion: “How do they know enou^ to 
do that?” Nv'hich led. among other 
things, to how birds can recognize 
each other by attitudes (as with the 
ruffed grouse 1. by song or by an or¬ 
nament, such as a black moustache 
on the male. 

Did geese fly the polar route as 
people were doing now? A snow 
goose banded in Moscow had been 
shot on the coast a short time before 
and experts believed it had flowTi 
the polar route. Recently also the 
black ibis had been seen in southern 
.Sweden, for only the third time in 
recorded historv’. In Germany, after 
The past hard winter, more than a 
thousand wild ducks had been fed in 
a local , zoo. Wild ducks in a tame 
zoo? Which led to other explana¬ 
tions. 

The gay Rufous htimmingbirds 
seemed to be everywhere that fjrst 
year of our walks. Sipping from 
flowers and hovering motionless in 
the air as they fed.' the youngsters 
eould never have too many of them. 
Especially after they knew that the 
way their tinv bodies operate had 
given rnnn his idea for the ball and 


socket. We spoke of their courtship 
flights and also of the hover flies 
(their idea of courtship being to butt 
their heads together) which are 
sometimes mistaken for hummers. 

'Hie old story came up about 
hummingbirds hitchhiking in the 
feathers of migrating geese and in 
this way managing their own long 
migration. I had never believed if, 
though I would love to. But one 
thing I had heard on good authority: 
that a goldcrest (golden-crowned 
sparrow) came from Norway to Bri¬ 
tain on the back of a short-eared 
owl. Both were migrating in autumn 
and possibly the goldcrest blew on 
to the owl's back in a storm. The 
latter come to Britain to feed on 
mice and voles during tee hard 
weather. 

My voting hikers had a fine time 
laughing over my imitation of the 
hollow, rather ru^ noise a common 
snipe makes with his tall as he 
plunges earthward after his court¬ 
ship flight. No snipe were around to 
do it better, but there were the cor^ 
morants to make us laugh even 
harder. Just about that time the 
police and mission boats had been 
searching between Cortes and Read 
islands for two men reported to be 
hanging on to a log. The castaways 
turned out to be two cormorants sit¬ 
ting on a deadhead and ma.iestically 
spreading their wings at intervals. 

Every now and then we 
witnessed some high drama, as 
when four crows tried to make a 
haM eagle drop a fish (he didn’t, but 
they gave him a hard time) or when 
a Cooper's hawk went off with a 
robin one soring. At once the rest of 
the fock flew to their comrade's 
rescue, surpxmded the hawk and 
eventually he let the robin go. At au¬ 
tumn migration there was always 
'•^at soeruiation as to what the 
older birds were telling the young 
ones with r*p that chirping and ex¬ 
citement. To follow the leaders, to 
nnt their rubbers on, to pack a 
Uin''h to go to the bathroom NOW? 

When T remarked that a pigeon 
vv'ouM choose five grains of com in 
oroference to four, six instead of 
five. T was asked- “Why not. if he 
c-ets more that wav?” Tests show 
that n}<~e"ns can't count higher than 
six. though ravens and parrots can 
connt tn seven. A bird may abandon 
its nest if mY> of Its four eggs are 
taken away when It is absent for a 
short rime, hut won’t notice if one of 
four is stolen This. I have found, 
npnties to newborn kittens too. 

We found spidon webs, animal 
tracks, woodnerker" holes, lichens 
ani many other treasures in our 
seml-\rildemess world. Sometimes 
^•e tried to see how many sounds 
we could distinguish: wind in the 
trees, brook and sen singing, bird 
calls, squirrel noises, a fish jump¬ 
ing. a duck rising. .Sometimes we 
nist .sat and watched a sunset as a 
gull’s cry drifted through it. 

Premember quoting Thoreau: “I 
once had a snarrow alight upon my 
shoukler \riiiie hoeing in a village 
garden end I felt I was more distin¬ 
guished by that circumstance than I 
should have been by any epaulet I 
could have worn.” 

I don’t know’ if these walks or the 
bird and flower competitions helned 
as much as I hop<>d. but at least the 
children met their wild mughbors. It 
is not as ea.sy to destroy an ac¬ 
quaintance or a friend as it is a 
stranger. Some years later one boy 
saved a trumpeter swan that had 
been ravaged by a dog and a girl 
started a bird hospital. In the pollu¬ 
tion conscious years between, hope¬ 
fully we have all been learning that 
man is just a guest on this planet 
and not by any means its master.

ASSINIBOINE’S 


DAY of GLORY 


By T. W. PATERSON 


Assiniboine's demotion to re¬ 
serve marks the second occasion 
in 30 years that a destroyer of this 
name has not been in the active j 
service of the country. 

The present-day A.<sinibo)ne is the second tp 
boar ibis nanie. the first having been laid down in 
1931. as HMS Kempenfelt. for the Roj-^l Na\’yv 
Prior to the outbreak of the Second World War, 
Cana^ had negotiated with Britain for the 
1.400-ton River-class destroyer. Howe^'er, It was 
not until mid-November, and weeks after Ger¬ 
many’s assault on Pol^d, with the subsequent ' 
declaration of hostilities by Britain. Vrance and 
Canada, that HhlS Kempenfelt arrived in Halifax. 

Renamed HMCS Assiniboine. she sailed the 
next day tp begin one of the most active and 
glorious capers of the war. ’ 

At firsQfillocated to local convt^y escorts, she 
^ continued in this "monotonous" duty with HMC 
destroyers Saguenay and Ottawa until reassigned, 
in August of 1941, to the mid-ocean escort force. 
The single highlight of her *‘locar‘ escort ser\’ice 
had occurred in March. 3940, while on patrol in 
the West Indies. t 

OW the coast of the Dominicai^ Republic. As- 
sintboine had intercepted an urgent signal from 
HMS Dunedin, the British cruiser having cap-j 
hired the German freighter Hannover. However.! 
des[Hte a boarding party from the Dunedin hav-, 
ing taken comm^d. the merchantman’s crew, j 
with the excepticMi of her oaptain and first mate.' 1 
j had succeeded in making their escape by boat i 
after setting the Hannover ablaze. 

Within minutes, the freighter was an inferno, 
flames and black smoke pouring skyward, her 
decks glowing red. Steering gear-disabled, the 
Hannover wallowed drunkenly in the troughs as 
Dunedin’s master attempted to maintain his posi¬ 
tion alongside and to snake fire hoses onto her 
decks. 

Making the cruiser's task all the more dif¬ 
ficult was the fact that a rising wind w as rapidly • 
pushing the freighter into the neutral waters of * 
the Domican Republic. This-w-as the riotous scene 
. which greeted the Assiniboine upon her arrival. 
Cmdr. E. R. Mainguy immediatel>' securing a 
line to the srnoking merchantman and, engines 
straining against (he wind, hauled the Hannover 
to seaward. 1 V f 

\\*hen the more pow*eitul Duned^ took uh the 
tow, Assiniboine fell back to battle the fire. 

“For four days and nights, in the face of 
freshening winds and rising seas," recorded Jo- % 
seph SchuU in his The Far Distant Ships, authori- 
tive history nDf the RCN in the Second World War, 
“the two ships and their captive struggled along 
in this way with clouds of steam and smoke rising 
from the cargp in the Hannover’s holds. 

*'‘The sides of the merchantman were higher 
than the cruiser’s deck and ’rose some 13 feet out 
of the water above Assiniboine. All the German’s 
gear had been so effectively sabotaged that there 
'was no possibility of steering her and she yawed 
wildly, threatening to crush, the eggshell sides of 
the destroyer with every lurch.” 

Ever so slowly, the labosing convoy ap¬ 
proached the friendly territorial waters of Jamai¬ 
ca. Once outside Kingston Harbor, and faced with 
, getting their reluctant prize into port without the

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aid of tugs, the ingenious commanders secured 
their ships on each side of the smouldering Ger¬ 
man and unceremoniously elbowed it into har¬ 
bor. Adding to the crews’ jubilation was the fact 
that the Hannover was not beyond salvaging and. 
repaired, she ultimately served the Royal Navy 
as an auxiliary aircraft carrier, 

•By the summer of 1941, Assiniboine’s com- 
hiandlng officer was Lieut. John Hamilton 
Stubbs, the Kaslo-bom Brentwood College gradu¬ 
ate and Victorian who was to earn distinction for 
himself and for his ship. Among the destroyer’s 
duties of this period was a member of the escort 
for the mid-Atlantic summit meeting of Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill and U.S. President 
Franklin Roosevelt. The former was so taken 
with Stubbs’ manoeuvring of his ship in Iceland’s 
cluttered Reykjavik Harbor during the return 
voyage that he commended the young lieutenant 
to the Canadian Chief of Naval Staff. 

The official record of Asslniboine's subse¬ 
quent duties, is. for the most part, tantalizingly 
brief, noting only that the destroyer escorted the 
French troopship Pasteur for a time, and com¬ 
pleted a quick run out of Greenock to rescue the 
sur\ ivors of a torpedoed merchantman. 

By early 19^^, after refit, “Bones," as she 
jvas affectionately called by her company, was 
back in the Atlantic, Stubbs having been promot¬ 
ed to lieutenant-commander. Months later, the 
scant record continues, AssiniboirK picked up sur- 
' vivors from another torpedoed freighter, landing 
them at St. John’s Nfld. 

But HMCS Assiniboine’s day of glory was fast 
approaching and. on Aug. 6. 1942. some 400 miles 
off Newfoundland, she sighted an enemy subma- 
rine and closed to attack. The Ottawa record is 
’ brief, noting only that the destroyer escorted tlie 
ing only that “after a heated actitwi s||ic closed in 


and rammed, ^taking 16 U-boat survirors back to 
port with her." 

An able seaman ser\'ing aboard the destroyer 
that fateful afternoon summed up the battle 
somewhat more eloquently: "We threw every¬ 
thing at them but the potato masher. The cook 
. was busy on the starboard depth charge thrower 
\ and had no time to look for it!" 

Behind both statements lies one of the 
greatest moments in Canadian naval history. 

Assiniboine had been on convoy duty that day 
when a thick fog. which shrouded the ships, part¬ 
ed to reveal a German U-boat, just six miles off. 
Instantly. Stubbs was in pursuit, dqgfeing the Ger¬ 
man’s every move through the mists. Time and 
again the submarine was able to vanish in the 
overhanging grey, but Assinibome’s radar was 
not to be fooled and, after an hour she began to 
close. 

At that moment, the U-210 wheeled to meet 
the destroyer head-on. Presenting her narrow 
bow to the attacking Canadian, the German 
opened fire with a deadly hail of incendiary 
bullets which whistled about the destroyer. Then 
the untersoeboote commander charged, hoping to 
move near enough that the destroyer would be 
unable to use her heavier armament. 

Within moments, the usual cat-and-mouse 
relationship between destroyer and submarine 
became a duel between gladiators, each ship 
battJing tooth and nail at point-blank range. 
Wheeling, dodging, charging, the enemy com¬ 
manders fought for an opening during the 35- 
minute engagement. 

Already ^Vssiniboine was in flames, the in¬ 
cendiary .sliolls haring ignited drums of motor- 
boat petrol stored beneath her bridge. As Lieut. 
R. L. ••.<piko" Hennessy (later admiral) led a 
firefighting prirt>’, CPO Max Bernays of Halifax

singlehandedly answered the telegraph and spun 
the helm in the wheelhouse as flames reached 
ever higher. 

A passenger aboard the Assiniboine. the late 
RCN historian Dr. Gilbert Tucker, marvelled at 
Stubbs* unflinching calm. “Throughout the ac¬ 
tion/' he said, “the captain, high (m the bridge, 
stood fully exposed to his knees. Time and again 
the. bridge was deluged with machine-gun bullets, 
most of which were probably aimed at him. Yet 
he never took his eye off the U-boat and gave his 
orders as cooly as though he was talking to a 
friend at a garden party." 

Aboard the galloping submarine. Stubbs’ stoi¬ 
cism was matched by the German commander 
who directed his ship from the conning tower, 
stooping to shout orders through a hatch to his 
helmsman. 

Incredibly, the battle c(«tinued at arm’s 
length. Dr. Tucker recalling: "In.the Assiniboine 
nothing was left undone which might add to the 
discomfiture of the enemy. Even depth charges 
were lobbed over tiie side, one of them actually 
landing chi tlie submarine’s deck. 'The U-boat 
was too close for the destroyer’s torpedoes, and 
tno far away to be smacked with an oar; but 
evorjlhing else was tried!" 

But if depth charges, torpedoes and oars 
failed, Assiniboine’s sniall-calibrc armament re¬ 
lentlessly chopped the submarine’s deck, punctur¬ 
ing its hull, killing the seamen who tried again 
and again to reach her forward gun, and raked, 
the conning tower with a steady fire. But the Ger¬ 
man. his own 40-mUlimetre cannon WToaking 
havoc on the destroyer’s superstructure, fought 
on. 

The end came swiftly when, after more than 
half an hour of mutual destruction, Assiniboine 
was able to use her 4.7 gun, the resulting blast 
scoring a direct hit on the enemy’s conning 
tower. Now. her captain killed, and unable to 
bring her main deck gun to bear, the U-210 at¬ 
tempted to crash-dive. Just as she began her 
plunge, the relentless Stubbs directed his ship 
into the fleeing U-boat’s side. With an ear-shatter¬ 
ing crash, the Assiniboine knifed into her mid¬ 
ships. almost cutting the submarine in half. 

The force of the blow caused the destroyer to 
rehnind. and Stubbs rammed a^jain as — unbe¬ 
lievably — those of the submarine’s crew left on 
deck contiiAied to fire, although almost awash. 

This time Stubbs took no chances and, despite 
the fact that the U-boat was obviously settling by 
the stem, he unleashed a pattern of depth 
charges. The series of explosions lifted the sub¬ 
marine bodily from the sea and. back broken, the 
U-210 rolled over and under. Thirty-five amazing 
minutes after the first shot was fired, and two 
short minutes after the final, dev^tating attack, 
the U-boat was gone with most of her crew. 

Aboard the Assiniboine, scattered fires con¬ 
tinued to flare, several men were wounded (in¬ 
cluding at least two Victorians, Bill Leggett and 
Johnson), and a young ordinary seaman 
from Revelstoke, Kenneth Watson, was dead. 

I^ter interviewed. Stubbs recalled of his 
men; “They stuck by thoir ^funs and, every time 
we scored a direct hit on the submarine, they set 
up such a roar of cheering that I could not hear 
myself giving orders." 

One leading seaman. Howard Oliver, had 
been hit five times, y^ remained at his post. 
\^’hon fire swept the sick bay, attendant Norman 
Leckie. of London, Ont., had braved the flames 
time and again to save vitally needed surgical 
equipment and supplies. Four officers and 17 rat¬ 
ings were decorat^ for heroism, CPO Bemays 
receiving the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal “for 
valor and dauntless devotion to dut>-.'’ OS Watson 
was commended posthumously. 

For his outstjinding leadership. Stubbs was 
awarded the Distinguished Ser\-ice Order and 
u'i\ on i-ommand of tlie nenv 'Tribal-class destroyer 
HMCS Athabaskan. Twenty months after the bat¬ 
tle with U-2i0, while on patrol in the English 
Channel. Athabaskan was fatally hit during a 
skirmish with enemy destroyers. When the bloody 
engagement was over, 128 officers and men. in- 
■ luriing 22-year-old Lt.-Cmdr. Jolm Stubbs, DSO, 
DSC. RCN. were missing. 

Assiniboine’s extensive injuries after the epic 
duel meant a major refit and it was not until 
early 1943 that she resumed operations in the 
Atlantic, joining Group C-3. History almost re¬ 
peated itself wlien, “while searching for two 
ships./ she sighted another submarine and at¬ 
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Lt. Cnidr. Stubbs’ fatal command after the epic battle betvre^o Aaelai- 
boine and the U-tlO. * 


tacked, to chalk up her second kill. As before, she 
suffered heavy damage and returned to base for 
refit. 

By the summer of 1943, battle-scarred As- 
siniboine was again cm duty, serving out of Ply¬ 
mouth with the striking force EG-12. Other as¬ 
signments. notably as ^^ort, saw her serving 
with EG-8. EG-11 and EG-14, also, from the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom to the Mediterranean to the North 
Sea. Towards the end of 1&44, she was busy in the 
English Channel, supporting landing operations, 
“which she carried out off and on along with her 
other duties.” Hit again by enemy fire, she es¬ 
caped without casualty, and attended the naval 
bombardment of Brest. 

Even when V-E Day- finally’ came, the weary 
destroyer remained hard at work, being on pa¬ 
trol. The end of hostilities w’ere not to mean a 
rest for the old “Bones." Ironically, peacetime 
was to mean tragedy for the gallant destroyer 
which had battled and beaten the enemy. As¬ 
signed to the ignominious duty of ferrying ser¬ 
vicemen from Newfoundland, due to a shortage ot 
adequate shipping, she was stripped of her flght- 
ing gear. On Aug. 8, 1945, she was declared 
surplus and handed over to War Assets Corpora¬ 
tion. Sold for scrapping, the tired warrior lieaded 
for the cutting torches behind two tugs. 


But the c4d lady had one fight left in her and, 
that November, during a gale, she parted from 
her towline and drove ashore on Prince Edward 
Island’s East Point For years, the ravaged hulk, 
whose battle bmors included the Atlantic 
(1935-45),^ Biscay (1944) and English. Chaxmel 
(1944-45^ pointed her slim bows to the west, defy¬ 
ing attempts at salvage^ In 1952 the Guard and 
Salvage Wrecking Company of Halifax planned to 
break her up as she lay, it being announced that 
“scows laden with cranes, pumps, acetj^ene cut¬ 
ters and other equipment are doing the job on tlie 
spofc" 

However, ‘ upon the commisskming of hJt 
successor, the Laurent-class destrcD^er-cscort 
Assiniboine four years after, a naval writer noted 
she remained hard aground off Prince Edward 
Island, f > 

The second Assiniboine, ccanmissioned In 
1956» was convMted to helicopter-carrying D£ in 
1963 and transferred to the Atlantic command 
shoflly after completed of the extenaive overhaul 
by Victoria Machinery Depot Now. due to a 
shortage of manpower, she has been placed in 
reserve at Halifax. Hopefully, retirement wi^ not 
be. permanent for this successcM* to a glorious 
nafne: HMdJS Assiniboine, battling **Bones** of 
the Second World War.

JOE 'CRANE'S 


STEPS 


This remarkable gentleman is Josei^ Crane, 
who lives along Seagirt Road. East Sooke, where 
the salt water slaps at the edge of his seashore 
home and be can sit and watch from his veran¬ 
dah the boat action stirring the tidal waters of 
Sooke Basin. 

Erect in armchair, with the ever-present 
wheelchair at his side, and his faithful old dog, 
Dingle, at his feet, this quiet-spoken, self-con- 
Udned and very cheerful character drew back the 
curtain covering his many memories, and related 
to me incidents of interest which filled, colored 
and shaped his long life. 

Joe Crane was bom in New Brunswick in 1982, 
but lived most of his life in western Canada. He 
[spent a small period of time cm die prairies, a 
larger oe in British CblumUa, the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, Vancouver and Victoria. He is finishing 
his span among the quiet hills and gentle waters 
of\^ East Soc4ce basin. 

Joe came to Vancouver in 1926 by way of a 
North Saskatchewan homestead which he took up 
in 1912 when he was 20 years old. Earlier, Joe 
had joined a New Brunswick reserve army unit. 
In 1915, his imit was called up for active service. 
He left his homestead to go to war. 

was with the army 15 months altogether.” 
related Joe. ”I'd had'previous military training in 
die militia. I was made a corporal, then a ser¬ 
geant. I got put in the guard tent one night for 
doing sometl^g. As a result, I was demoted to 
corporal again. The final blow to my army hopes 
came vriien they wouldn’t let me go overseas, 
with my pals. I'd lost the top joints of the first 
two fingers of my right hand — one of ’em, 
the trigger finger — in a shingle saw accident. 

”1 weight 200 pounds at the time, and it 
made me feel so mad each time they turned me 
back, while they took cm a lot of those little, un¬ 
dersized town clerks who they considered perfect¬ 
ly fit They could go overseas, but I couldn’t 
Why. I could have taken two of 'em and banged 
their heads together. * 

"Finally, I told the colonel that if I couldn't go 
overseas. I wanted to get out. So, he let me go. I 
went back to my homestead, but never really 
lived on it. I was very discontented the time. I 
left it after 1915.'' I got time credit for it from my 
army service. So,‘’with the two years I’d already 
spent on it, I got ,my title to it. 

'T rented my homestead to an old Dutchman, 
and took off further west. I never did sell it until 
years later when I built toe Kanata Marina in 
Vancouver’s west end by Stanley Park. Then, I 
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needed more money than I had at the time, so 
that I could develop the marina.” 

Joe Crane got married in 1921, to Miss Edith 
Day, a New Brunswick girl. Joe had gone back to 
*• New Brunswick for a visit in 1919, and met Edith 
there. "Later,” explained Joe. "she came west, 
and when I heard that, I went IcMklng for her. 
Things just went from bad to worse,” said Joe 
with a hearty laugh, "until we finally got mar- 
‘ried.” 

Forty years Joe and Edith were married. She 
died in 1961 in North Burnaby. 

Joe Crane is a gifted gentleman. He used to 
write for newspapers, and compose poetry. He 
recalls toe time spent on the homestead, during 
which he had a neighbor who was a reporter for 
the Saskatoon Star. 

"In the winter, he used to come over to my 
shack. I had all kinds of books and periodicals. 
He wrote a column vtoich he called Chaff From 
The Homestead. Eventually, he got sick, so I 
carried on the column under his name. Later, he 
went back to Ontario, and he must have told the

Star editor about me, for I kept on writing the 
column as long as I was on toe homestead, and 
the paper kept on sending me a $10 cheque every 
week. Gee ! but that was a lot of money at that 
time.” 

In 1921, after Joe and Edith were married, the 
Crane's moved to Coleman, Alberta, in the Rocky 
Mountains, just toe other side of toe Crow’s Nest 
Pass, across the B.C boundary. Joe worked as a 
carpenter in a coal mine until the men went on 
strike, and the mine closed. "I didn’t like 
strikes.” said Joe, with some force. "No man 
ever made money from a strike.” 

This Joe always was a pretty independent 
fellow. 

Joe Crane filled a part of his strike time build¬ 
ing a beautiful log house for the Coleman doctor. 
Then he took a contract to cut mine ties hi^ up 
in toe mountains. Big, strong, husky and willing, 
he earned more than $200 a month for the length 
of toe contract The going rate for woodsmen at 
the time was $35 a month and board. 

Joe bought Edith a horse, and she used to ride 
down and up the mountain slopes of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass, twice a week to buy the groceries. It 
was a four-mile ride, down and up the 2,000 feet 
slope. 

The next stop in the Crane’s western journey 
was at Nelson, B.C., where Joe worked in the 
CPR shipyards, repairing the tugs and barges 
which plied Kootenay Lake during the sum¬ 
mer. 

"Come winter,” went on Joe, "I read in the 
paper, where a big paper mill was to be built at 
New Westminster. ‘That’s for me,* I said, and we 
headed for the coast. When I got there, I found no 
start had been made at the mill. 

' "Going down to the CPR freight sheds in 
Vancouver, to check on our furniture shipment, I 
dropped into a little restaurant for a cup of cof¬ 
fee. A man sat down beside me. I guess I had a 
Masonic pin or something on me, so the man 
began to talk to me. He asked me what I could 
do. When he got up to leave, he said ‘When your 
tools and furniture come, and you get settled, 
come down over the hill, and I’ll start you to 
work.’ The man was Joe Frew, vAio built the new 
CPR pier at the foot of Granville Street” 

From this job, Joe Crane ventured out on his 
own, and prospered. Walking down by Coal Har¬ 
bor, at Stanley Park, he noticed five vacant lots 
with open water frontage. "Holy Willie,” he 
thought, "if a fellow took a hold of that, he could 
build room for lots of boats.” 

So, Joe made a deal to lease with the owners, 
Boeing Aircraft "At that time,” said Joe, 
wreckers were pulling down the huge, old Barnett 
Lumber Co. mill, so I went there and bought 
155.000 feet of top grade fir square timbers and

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planks to make floats with. Gee! but it was awful 
to thkik of floating all that beautiful fir timber 
under the water.” 

“You must have got that lumber fairly 
cheap,” I suggested. 

“Cheap,” snorted Joe. “It came to about 51.50 
a thousand board feet. How it worked was that 
the wreckers charged me so much for a four-foot 
float, 12 inches deep. Each Goat was made up of 
four 12 inches by 12 inches, 20 feet l<xig, with 
cross pieces every three feet and four fir planks 
spiked down along the top. Then we measured it 
up and I paid cash for Uw lineal footage of tibe 
planking showing on each float. 'The wTeckers 
were satisfied. 'There just wasn’t much sale for 
lumber in those days.” 

Joe Crane held his Coal Harbor marina for 
six years until Boeing Aircraft sold the five lots. 
Joe, a very knowledgeable chap by now, obtained 
from the CPR 100 feet of shoreline at the foot of 
Broughton Street, with rights to 520 feet of deep 
water straight out from the shore. 

It was here that Joe built his big job and 
called it the Kanata Marina. 'The time w^ now 
1941, the time of the Second World War. Joe had 
two sets of shipways. On the big one. be could 
handle boats up to 100 tons; on the smaller one, 
up to 40 tons. 

“We were busy then,” sighed Joe. ‘“The Van¬ 
couver Yacht Club was right across from us on 
the Stanley Park side. I kept a little tugboat, and 
we'd get telephone calls to come over and pick up 
a cruiser, or yacht, paint it and return it back to 
its berth. Then we’d bill some city guy. We got a 
lot of business from the Yacht Club. Some of 
those boats were big, fancy, $75,000 jobs. 

'"nie fishing boats used Kanata Marina a lot. 
'The fishermen liked to do their own work, so I’d 
haul their boats up on the wa>*s and charge them 
25 cents a foot for a 24-hour day. We were busy 
all the time. One year, we hauled over 700 boats 
on my two w’ays. 

“Then, one day,” said Joe with a wry smile, 
“the naval division of Canada's army transport 
moved in. They wanted to take over my ways and 
give me $400 a memth for the duration. But I 
talked them out of it. ‘Let me keep my ways, and 
I’ll guarantee to haul out all the boats you bring 
in. Give me two hours notice, and I’ll be ready 
for any emergency.’ 

“The Navy agreed. But, Oh! they began to 
come in at all times, and all weather. The of¬ 
ficers would be sitting in my office, smoking 
cigars, and Td be out there in the rain and the 
cold in the middle of wint^, s<Mnetimes all night, 
freezing as I worked caulking their boats. I just 
couldn’t get m^ to wot^ in weather like that. 

“When die war was over, I still had my ship 
ways. But I also had this rheumatism. That was 
how my trouble first started. It got into my hips 
mostly. Didn’t bother my feet, at all.” At this 
point, Joe, sitting in his armchair, beat a strong 
tattoo on the floor with both feet. His knees were 
stiff. 

During this period, Joe and Edith lived in a 
home Joe had built in Burnaby, in 1926. They 
lived there for 37 years. During that time, he 
spent 22 years on the Vancouver waterfront. At 
his peak, he employed four men. WhMi repair

Laaaching one of Joe Crane’s 


work slackened, they built boats. ThirO-five foot 
cruisers. In all. Joe built nine of them and sold 
them for $1,250 each. As well, be built hundreds 
of little skiffs, which he sc^d for $55 to $60 apiece. 
They were eight feet long and his marina built 
two a week. 

Joe’s wife died in Burnaby in 1961. He decid¬ 
ed to move away. ComlBg to Vancouver Island, 
he spent six months up-ISlaiid at Chematous be- 
fewe moving to Victoria where he bou^t a house 
at Dunsterville Avenue and Wilkinson Road. He 
lived there for two years until he found his 
present Sooke seashore property, six years ago. 

From walking widi a cane, Joe stared to use 
^crutches. Now. his mobility is confined to a 
wheelchair. But he is stiU amazingly active in his 
home life at Sooke. 

While Joe hired a buUdoaer to place in posi¬ 
tion the two thick logs forming the frame of his 
beach stairway, and arrange the twin logs for his 
conveyor structure, be cut aD the stairway 
grooves in the logs himself and set in the steps — 
all 23 of them. 

llie conveyor is p c iweitd by an old Vauxhall 
car engine. In low gear, the chain moves at 500 
feet to the minute, up the steep incline. 

After Joe has poweraawed through his sal- 
N'aged logs, he starts the old engiDe. sits on a 
stump and splits the Uocks, then toss e s the splits 
onto the conveyor, whtefa ends # feet above file 
shoreline. 'The top of the con v eyor Is five feet 
above ground level, practically at Ids back door. 
In one spell, be can send up quite a pile of splits. 

“I bring in the logs at high ti^,” explained 
Joe, “in my little boat, the Kcntiki, which I built 
mysrtf. It is flat-bottoiDed, ^ght feet long, with 
two keels and a idne-horsepower motor, I put on 
two keels to make it easier for me to crawl 
aboard without capsizk^ 

“I just get down on my knees on the float 
and clambw and twist my way in. Of course', I 
fall in the water, too, sometimes. 

*T fell in one fime at 2 in fiie nuMning. 
There was this big log in the basin that I badly 
wanted, but in the daytime the tide wasn’t high 
enou^ fm* me to float it right in. High tide was 
at 2 a.m., so I got up fiien and went down to the 
beacb. The moon was shining bri^t. but the 
beach was dark and shaded by trees on the bank. 
I was using my crutches at the time. I managed 
to pull the log in, right enough- I tied it secure, 
then I went to climb out of my boat I got up on 
ray crutches and turned arouid. As I did so. I put 
the end of a crut^ in a loose knothole. It went 
down and stuck. I fell backwards, ray shoulders 
struck the edge of the float and I n^led bead first 
into four feet of water.” 

Here, Joe Crane began to laugh heartily. 
“You know, when I scrambled to my knees, my 
head just came above the water. Ding^, 
hera.” said Joe. patting his old dog’s head, 
“heard the splash and came rushing down the 
stairway. At first, he wouldn’t let me out. He 
started licking my face, and barking. He was so 
excited. But, eventually, he calmed down, and I 
squirmed on to the float and dragged myself up 
the 23 steps and back to bed.^

I No butfdihg in Greater Victoria 
is more cloaked in mystery' than 
Craigdarroch Castle. ' 
j It's a mystery why there was 
practically no newspaper mention 
of the castle while it was building 
in the late 1880s. 

! The press paid much attention 
to other big homes of the day, and 
none were as grand and spectacu¬ 
lar as Craigdarroch. , 

1 have a theor>’ about this. Robert Dunsmuir. 
who ordered Craigdarroch. was always having 
troubles with his miners in Nanaimo. He was 
gopd to them as long as they tped his line, but let 
them tr>* to organize and out thiey w ent. 

Therefore, to keep peace as far as possible. I 
would think Dunsmufcr asked the newspapers not 
to mendcm the Castle, so that his workers would 
not be further inflamed. - 

That’s the only explanation of which I can 
think. , 

Otherwrise. how is it possible that a buSding 
such as Craigdarroch could rise without news- 
paper mention? 

Who were the wwicmen? Nobody know’s. 
Were they local? I would think so. The architects 
were from Portland, the artists who hand-painted 
the ceilings widi binds and bees, cupids and flow’- 
ers, were from San Francisco. 

The sandstone is kx:al, but from whence 
came the magnificent stained glass? From Eng¬ 
land, from Pittsburgh? That question will never 
deflnitely be answered. 

The ^lendid oak panelling in the vast hall 
and tower staircase. I w’ould think, was done 
locally, for Victoria then had several very good ' 
furniture manufacturers. 

There Is almost as much mystery about the 
Castle and the property’ after Mrs.> Dunsmuir’s 
death in 1908 as there is about the construction. 

There was a three-day auction at Craigdar¬ 
roch in 1909 and e%*eryth^ was sold, including 
the gas chandeliers which had been electrified. 




• mother, and for the payment of all sums found 
due. 

‘"Hie claim advanced by Mrs. Dunsmuir is 
that she still retains an interest in the estate, the 
control of which was purchased by her sor\s. 
Alexander and James, shortl>’ after the death of 
their father in 1889. 

“It has been supposed that the sons acquired 
the entire estate when the deal was completed, 
the mother receiving about $400,000 in return. 

“Now it would appear, however, that Mrs. 
Dunsmuir claims to have retained some of the in¬ 
terest which the sons, as trustees, administered 
for her. 

“On this account she claims the right to 
demand an account being rendered, and the pay¬ 
ment oi what, according to her contrition, is her 
due."’ 

TW’o weeks later Mrs. Dunsmuir died, and 
that was the end of that suit. 

Her son James, the lieutenant-governor, sent 
an enormous wrea^, attended the funeral at St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian and sobbed over the cas¬ 
ket. 

This latter was mentioned in The Vancouver 
Province, but not in the Victoria papers. 

A granddaughter of Mrs. Dunsmuir. the late 
Mrs. John Hope, told me that she once went to 
see her grandmother at the Castle, pleading for a 
reconciliation between the two branches. of die 
law-suit-tom, family. 

“My grandmother asked me if my father had 
sent me.” Mrs. Hope said. “I told her no — and 
she said she would do nothing until she heard 
from my father, that he hzid to make the first 
api:fx>ach. 

;“They were both stubborn Scots — and it w’as 
a tragedy, because my grandmother and my fa¬ 
ther loved each other deariy, but neither would 
give in. Fve never been much impressed by 
money since. It can cause too much trouble.’’ 

In the style of the day, the law^^rs and the 
executors of Mrs. Dunsmuir’s estate, gathered at 
the Castle, immediately after the funeral for the 
reading of the will. 

The Colonist noted: “Sums in cash are be¬ 
queathed to Mrs. William Charles, Mrs. Harvey 
Coombe, Ellen and Annie Ruth, John Br>’den, sr., 
(scM>-in-law). Miss Olive Bryden (granddaughter). 


Mrs. Digtsmuir could not have been too h8ppy 


[ in her last years at Craigdarroch. She moved in 
as a wi^Dw and her lar^ family was spread far 
and wide, though very often visiting her. 

She lost three of her eight daughters, and one 
erf her two sons — Mrs. John Braden, Mrs. 
James Harvey, Mrs. (Thaiies F. Hot^ton and 
Alexander. v* 

She and her surviving son b^ame at outs and 
not on speaking teri^ over the famous lawsuit in 
which James sued for his ^ad brother’s estate, 
and his mother sued. James for a certain share of 
it, on behalf of herseU and her daughters. 

James won; some years later it all cropped 
up again, in Septentber of 1906, as noted in The 
C-olonlst: 

“With the dosing of the 4)unsmuir law suit, in 
which Mrs. Joan, Dunsmuir of Craigdarroch. the 
mother of the lieutenant-governor, was a. part>', it , 
was expected that all questions as to the disposi- r 
tion of the i.mmttise Dunsmuir estate would be | 
settled. « 

“Hon. James Dunsmuir’s rights, by his win- 
lUng of the case before the Privy (Council, were 
supposed to have been fully established. 

“It seems, however, that a doubt still exists 
as to this, and other actions are to follow*. 

“A writ has been served by counsel repre¬ 
senting Mrs. Dunsmuir as* a tyeliminary mov’e. 

“The basis of the action is the calling upon 
Hon. James Dunsmuir for an accounting of ail 
moneys received by him as goner.'jfsigent for his 
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with J. S. H. Matson he handled the 
Dunsmuir fortune 


Mrs. O. A. Kirk (granddaughter) and Miss Betty 
Kirk, Mrs. Sumner (Mrs. Kiric’s sister) and J. S. 
Harvey. * 

“Subject to these legacies, the whole of the 
" estate, which is valued at between $800,000 and 
$1,000,000, is divided between the deceased’s 
daughters. Mrs. Henry Croft, Mrs. Emily Bur¬ 
roughs, Lady Musgrave, Mrs. A. Gough-Calthorpe 
J and Mrs. Reginald Chaplin, who are executors of 
the estate. 

“The management of the estate will continue 
under the supervision of R. T. Elliott, K. C., and 
J. S. H. Matson." 

Needless to say, the lieutenant-governor was 
not present at the reading of his mother’s will. 

(A question asked every day at Craigdarroch 
is this: Has Dunsmuir, Cal., anything to do with 
this family? , 

(Here’s that answer, from The Colonist, in 
1886: “California has got ahead of British Colum¬ 
bia in bestowing a distinctive mark of regard on 
the most enterprising citizen of British Columbia. 

("A new town on the line of the California 
and Oregon Railroad. 565 miles north of San 
Francisco, and the centre of an extensive mining 
and agricultural district, has been named after 
Robert Dunsmuir. the projector and constructor 
of the Esquimau and Nanaimo Railroad on this 
Island. 

("Americans are never tardy in recognizing 
honest merit. 

(“It has been suggested that the new town on 
Esquimau harbor, where the Island railroad line 
terminates, should be called after Mr. Dunsmuir. 
or. better yet, that the ville of Victoria West 
should be changed to Dunsmuir.”) 

After Mrs. Dunsmuir’s death her daughters 
attempted to sell or rent the Castle and the 
27-acre property. 

A tenant was found in March of 1909: “After 
being idle since the death of Mrs. Dunsmuir. 
Craigdarroch, more commonly known as Duns¬ 
muir Castle, has been let to Irving H. Wheatcroft 
who plans to use It as a family residmee.” 

What happened I do not know’, but, as far as I 
can learn, Mr. Wheatcroft never moved into 
Craigdarroch. 

I had never before heard erf Mr. Wheatcroft, 
so my curiosity drove me to leam what I could 
about him. 

In a 1907 Oeleelst I found this: “Irving H. 
Wheatcroft. presidmt and general manager of the 
Kentucky Valley Railroad has purchased from 
Dr. G. L. Findlay and Lady Sybil Findlay, the 
splendid residential estate of James Island, which 
can be clearly seen sitting out in the Gulf of 
(^rgia, off the east coast of the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula. 

“The island is 900 acres; there are three 
farms it. As a game preserve it stands proba¬ 
bly unequalled for Its area in this territory. 

“Dr. Findlay brought out his professional 
gardener. Mr. Smith, from England, to superin¬ 
tend the cultivation of the island, and probably no 
estate in this part of British Columbia is more 
perfect, or in a higher state of cultivation. 

“Dr. Findlay has special business interests in 
South Africa, \^ch is the <Hily reason he has 
decided to sell this magnificent estate. 

“The consideration of the ^state has not been 
mad6 public, but it is thou^t to be somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $75,000.” 

Mr. Wheatcroft was again in the news in May 
of 1908: “Imports famous deer — Irving H. 
Wheatcroft, who purchased James Island from 
Dr. Findlay, has imported several of the famous 
CThats^^’orth deer to place there. 

“These deer are from the great Chatsworth 
House estate of the Duke of Westminster, and are 
now to be seen at the Outer Wharf, where they 
were landed from a freighter. 

“It is the first importation of these famous 
animals to this country.” 

I can find no further reference to this: one 
would think the landing of English deer on the 
Outer Whait would have caused quite a sUr. but 
evidehtly not. 

Mr. Wheatcroft, who owned race horses, w-as 
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a bit of a mystery, generally looked upon as an 
American. 

ITiere were raised eyebrows about this; peo¬ 
ple said something should be done to stop Ameri¬ 
cans coming here and buying up our Gulf Islands. 
How familiar is this cry today! 

Ibe Colonist said: “Is an Englishman — Al- 
Uiough Mr. Irving H. Wlieatcroft, who has taken 
over James Island, has built seven different rail¬ 
ways in the United States, and has spent a good 
deal' of time in that country, he still retains his 
British citizenship, and visits the Motfier Country 
at least once a year. 

*‘He has now bought a coupl? of coal proper¬ 
ties near Nanaimo.” 

Having failed to sell or rent Craigdarroch and 
its land to private people, the Dunsmuir estate 
sold to a syndicate of developers headed by Grif¬ 
fith Hughes, an entrepreneur of his day, who bor¬ 
rowed money from the David Spencer depart¬ 
ment store in order to buy The Victoria Times. 

He was Spencer's head accountant, and to 
pay back file loan he dipped into Spencer, funds. 
In due course all this leaked out, Hughes went to 
jail, and The Times fell into fiie lap of the 
Spencer family. 

By late 1909 the Craigdarroch property had 
been subdivided under Hu^ies, who advertised: 
''Single cleared lots free from rock, and with fine 
view, range — $1,500 to $2,500; in pairs, from 
$2,750 to $5,000. Everybody is telldng about Graig- 
dauTooh ~ everybody is looking at Craigdarroch 
— eveiybody wants to live at Craigdano^ 

**An)ly to McPherson and Fullerton Brothers, 
agents, 618 Trounce Avenue." 

I would think fiiis McPherson was James 
Shanks McPherson, who willed his millions to 
Victola city, hence McPherson Theatre, McPher¬ 
son Library at the University, file McPherson 
swimming pool. 

A lar^e block of the lots was drawn for, why, 
I do not know. It was some* kind of gimmick. And 
the Castle, and its surrounding land, weis fiirown 
in to the irinner, for good measure. 

There are many contradicting stories about 
this. The Oolonist, adding to the mystery, said: 
"Dunsmuir Castle changes hands — Sol Cameron 
and Paricer Clarke got it as the result of the 
drawing; they are partners in the Westholme 
Lumber Company and come from Spokane. 

"The Castle was built at a cost of about 
$900,000; constructed of stone in the most substan¬ 
tial manner, this striking feature of the city 
remains unimpaired. “The drawing took place at 
the Castle, the greatest interest, naturally, being 
shown in this unusual event, and many curious 
outsiders were in attendance." 

Among the first buyers of Craigdarroch lots 
were the premier, Sir Richard McBride, and 
John WShams Spencer, son of the department 
store magnate. 

McBride evidently sold his property there, 
but Spencer built a mansion, which still stands. 

Among other buyers was Donald Mann, vice- 
president of file Great Northern. 

He was disappointed he didn't win the Casfift. 
A local newspaper said; “It is reported that Mr. 
Mann would like to make his winter home In Vic¬ 
toria, so enamored has he become of this city ^d 
its climate. 

"He has a palatial home near Toronto, but 
seeks another here. It is reported that he has now 
made an offer for Craigdarroch Castle." 

Notflli^ came of this, and Mr. Mann, latw 
Sir D(Xiald, never did take up local residence. 

J. W. Spencer seems to have been the first 
person, in 1912, to build a home in the Craigdar¬ 
roch estate, on Joan Crescent, named for Mrs. 
Dunsmuir. 

The 1917 directory shows Joan Crescent oc¬ 
culted by Mr. Spencer,. Harry BuUen, M. R. 
Jamieson, Mrs. Elizabeth Watts, Thomas A. Ca¬ 
meron, Harry A. Rowley. A. E. Foreman, Thom¬ 
as P. McConnell. D. H. Macdowall, Henry Mun- 
day. 

Craigdarroch Road were Francis G. Rich¬ 
ards, Frank C Paterson, Mrs. S. T. Hastings, 
Geoi^ D. Ramsay, Joseph O’Connell, Jane Rejfd, 
Peter M. Linklater, Henry J. Grotty, A. T. Purs¬ 
er, Mrs. Annie S. Greig, Henry J. Scott 

By 1920 Walter C. Hembroff and F. E. Wins¬ 
low bad built on Craigdarroch, and William H. 
Hargrave, William Garrard ahd Dr. Eric Boak on 
Joan Crescent 

First home on Manor Road, a big stone place, 
was built by contractor John Haggerty. It still 
dominates the area. 

What is now Royal Terrace was once part of 
the Dunsmuir estate; in the first subdivision it 
was called either Alexander or Alexandria. Early 
directories give both names, so it was called ei¬ 
ther for a Dunsmuir or the Queen of King Ed¬ 
ward vn. 

Why it was changed to Royal Terrace is a 
mystery. 

The Castle was vacant for several years. In

The fi^s^ night of classes, the teacher starts 
right in with tliie ff.s'son.

litter. ' . ! 

Other material for le<'b.’ning includes pictures 
drawn on the blackboard, and newspapers — ad¬ 
vertisements and headlines in particular. 
Children’s scientific btx)ks arid magazines such as 
Field tind Stream, and NaUonal Geograi^iic are 
also used. 

Louise Baur said that when she first started 
to use the primary boc^. sl|e felt the intelligence 
level was far below triiat ofjher students, hut as 
she has been unsuccesiful in obtaining a teaching 

i 
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i 'guide for adults, she felt this would be a help. She 
has foiindf through trial and error from the past 
two years, that students like a i)Ianned, defined 
lesson in spelling, {ilioiucs and writing. 

They seem t,o need tlie oldfashioned method 
of teaching, and th^y want to knenv exactly what 
i? to hnpjx^n each evening. Students are there 
for results. While they enjoy a friendly, relaxed 
I atmi>spliere. they do not want to fool around. 

' ‘/I can’t do anything." is a common excuse. 

As classes progress, the teacher will find each 
student’s level and often the student has undcres- 
"timated himself. 'Hus level-finding will take 
1 about a month, and those, that have had some ed- 
iucation stand out|quickly. Students progress at] 
their own rate, which means that Mrs. Baur 
teaches mostly on an individual basis. 

Many students are on a shift-work and cannot 
be there every Monday and Thursday. Job 
changes also cut into the attendance badly. These 
students who are eKected may wish to djrop out, 
but they are encouraged to keep coming, even if 
only weeks every month. There progress will 
not be as quick as a regular student, but this will 
be learning. 

Louise Baur tells her class in the beginning 
that it will take them more than one year to learn 
to read efficiently: that they will get discouraged 
at times when nothing seems to go right, but Uiey 
will learn If they keep coming to class. 

The ^dents prefer this straight-from-the- 
shoulder attitude. 

There are a variety of reasons when some 
I>eople have never learned to read and write. 
They were needed at home, they were needed to 
help on thp farm, there was no school in the area, 
physical dlffioulty in learning, moving a great 
deal, hospitalization, mental anguish. 

Perceptual difficuties are* sometimes the rea¬ 
son for the inability to read and write. A child in 
the primary grades sees the alphabet in reverse, 
f "P" will have its loop in tfte left side, for in¬ 
stance. 

^ Great strides have been made by modem ed- 
■^ucators in this field, and this problem is now 
^l^cognized. 3ut 20 years or more ago, a child 
could be considered slow or simple-minded. Most 
often they were very intelligent. Whatever the 
reason, these people are determined to overcome 
the past. 

Students vary in age from 20 to 70 years, but 
this difference does not reflect on their ability to 
■‘learn. These students have a keen desire to read 
and wTite. Older students who are now retired 
may v^^ant to read for pleasure. Younger students 
realize to advance in their job, they must im¬ 
prove their skill in reading and writing. 

A housewife may be suddenly widowed, and 
■ of necessity to run the household and pay bills, 
etc., she must lean basic English. A few students 
;,comc for the simple pleasure of increasing their 
' skill, 

Spme students are capable of handling a 
foreign langurt;©. having boon bom abroad. They 
havo lived here for many years and become Ca¬ 
nadian cili/ens, but still lack the ability to read 
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English. Other students may have had a limited 
amount of schooling, but lack the confidence to 
enter adult education’s academic program. 

Perhaps they lived in northern Canada and as 
schools were literally non-existant in some parts, 
receved their small bits of education from the 
local church. Still others received interrupted 
schooling due to having to help at home or their 
families moved a great deal. At best, their educa¬ 
tions are sketchy. These are the people who know 
how to read basically, but want to improve their 
skills to gain confidence. 

When one m^^mber of a family is enrolled in 
English 1. it is not uncommon for another 
member to have the same inability. Mrs. Baur 
encourages her students to bring husbands, 
wives, brothers or sisters to classes for a visit 
and possible enrollment. 'AT^cn a guest is present, 
students perform modestly for them to show ttieir 
new-found ability. 

Dropout rate is ver>' low. but when it does 
occur, it usually means there has been too much 
I»ressurc from family, and the students comes to 
class not for himself, hut to stop the nagging at 
home. 

Atmosphere in the classroom must be light. 
Mrs. Baur ti’ios to build a close relationship bo- 
t\\*een teacher and student, and friendliness is es¬ 
sential. 

“This is not a buddy-buddy thing, but a help¬ 
ing attitude." she explains. Recipe swapping is a 
favorite with the ladies. 

People on welfare who wish to participate in 
English 1 may do so under the sponsorship of the 
department of liealth and welfare. Their course 
fee will be paid for as long as attendance is main¬ 
tained in class. 

As well as English-speaking Canadians. Mrs. 
Baur has had East Indian, Yug4>slavian. French. 
German Russian and 'Frencfi Canadian people 
in her classes. There is an even division of men 
and women. 

Preparation time for each class by the teach¬ 
er is one to onc-and-a-half hours. The lessons are 
constantly being changed to meet the needs of the 
s^udent.s. Tliere can be no formula teaching here. 

Homework assignments and instuctions for 
the evening are printed on the blackboard, rather 
than written, Mrs. Baur found that the written 
work was too difficult at first, and the printed 
word kept up the continuity' from the workb^ks. 

Louise Baur enjoys her iob immensely. 

She feels it is completely different from any¬ 
thing she has done before. She enjoys her stu¬ 
dents. and tries to build their confidence in them¬ 
selves and their abilities. “Each evening.” she 
said, '“each must go homo feeling successful and 
hopeful.” 

In the past, these classes have been classified 
as non-vocationnl in the adult education division 
of Camosun College. Now they arc categorized as 
academic, because of this, they are limited de¬ 
partment of education grants.. Mainly, though, 
these classes are self-supporting. 

Fees for 40 sessions is S25, payable at regis¬ 
tration. Classes are hold twice weekly. Monday 
and Thursday o\ening‘?. at Victoria High School 
and run from 7:30 to 0 30. The simplest way to 
register, for English 1 only, is on the first night of 
classes which will be Oct. 3. This is due to low en¬ 
rollment. and would not apply to other classes of¬ 
fered by adult education. Registion by mail is 
also permitted. Cheques should be made out to 
Camosun College and sent to P.O. Box 490. Com¬ 
munity Servi'-os Division. Camosun G*llege. 
There is no re<ristrntion by telephone. 

Students are permiticd to enter the class any 
time, but after Christmas the fee drops to SU.50. 

When they come to class, people soon realize 
that others share the same inability to read or 
write, and this rela-xcs their apprehension to a 
marked degree. There is no need to hide the 
handicap and the personality is free from the tor¬ 
tures of the every-day cover-up for two hours. 
This is the step that leads the student to wanting 
still more freedom. T.earning has its owti re¬ 
wards.

Hoards of Writing History

I've always been a history buff, 
but I've also always wondered how 
much in the book is told like it 
really was. Doing historical stories 
myself has made me even more 
sceptical. 

Now don’t get me wrong — I don’t let imagi¬ 
nation supply the place of facts. The thing is, how* 
can one determine the real truth, short of a writ¬ 
ten record like a diary or log? Listen to a group 
of oldtimers talk. You’ll get as many versions of 
the same far-off event as there are speaker. 
Memory just isn’t reliable. 

As a small example, let’s take the trees of 
Merville. Some 15 years ago, an elderly coui^e 
called my attention to a pair of beautiful acacias 
growing near their cottage. 'They told me that the 
trees had been planted by the Duke of Windsor, 
then Prince of Wales, when he had officiated at 
the opening of the Soldier Settlement project back 
in 1919. 

The school for the new settlement was located 
on what was now their home site, and the trees 
were placed in front of the building. 

I was interested. I jrfiotographed the trees 
and tilled them the Prince of Wales Trees. Sever¬ 
al years later, Mrs. Gladys King, a resident of 
Merville from the beginning, gave a talk on its 
history to the Courtenay and District Historical 
Society. She mentioned that the trees were plant¬ 
ed by the Duke of Devonshire who also paid an 
official visit to the area when he was Governor 
General of Canada. 

I questioned her after the meeting and she 
said she recalled both occasions clearly and un¬ 
doubtedly the governor-general was the planter. 

Speaking of trees how about the famous 
Hangman’s Tree at Lillooet? On this tree, mis¬ 
creants are supposed to have paid the penalty of 
Judge Matthew Baillie Begble’s inexoraWe jus¬ 
tice. Yet there is no historical proof that anyone 
was hanged on the tree, which I grant you, would 
have made an efficient gallows. 

Likewise, how many wrongdoers did die 
Hanging Judge sentence to capital punishment 
anyway? There is little if any record to support 
his title. 

I have read, though, that there were times of 
exasperation when he stated what his sentence 
would be if the jurj' not the defendent were on 
trial! 


In gathering local material of historical na¬ 
ture, I’ve been led down many false trails, have 
turned up much fascinating material, and unwit¬ 
tingly perpetuated myths. -When I write, 1 do so 
with crossed fingerl — metai^rically speaking 
— it would be quite a trick in reality! 

"You haven’t put in anything about the Quali- 
cum Massacre," Mrs. Warde remarked accusing¬ 
ly, as she riffled the pages of Frmitton of Vaa- • 
eoover lalaad. Mr. and Mrs. M. Warde keep 
store at Qualicum Bay and sell books and 
beachstone jewelry, as well as staples.

sugar pack use H tsp. powdered ascorbic acid 
for each pint container of fruit Dissolve the as¬ 
corbic acid in 2 ’Tbsp. cold water. Sprinkle over 
fruita bowl then mix in dry sugar. 

When using liquid pack, it is essential to 
leave a head space of ^ to H inch in the contain¬ 
ers. To keep the fruit under the syrup place a 
piece of crumbled wax paper on top of fruit. Pack 
fruit tightly to reduce ahiount of air in package. 
When fruit is packed in bags, press firmly to 
prevent air from getting back in. Seal immediate¬ 
ly. 

It Is haady to have Peach Poree <w band 
... peql tolly ripe peaches, cot and crash 
with a potato masher. Add 1 cop sugar and V4 
t^). ascorbic acid to each 4 cops of emsh^ 
fruit. Combine well. FUi coatai^rs, seal and 
teeexe. 

With no deep freezer I have to preserve my 
peaches in jars. This method too results in a 
product clos^y resembling fresh fruit. In the past 
couple of years I have used honey instead of 
sugar to do my peaches. Make the syrup by pour¬ 
ing boiling water on liquid honey and stirring 
until the honey is dissolved, do not boU the 
syrup. TTie proportion is 1 cup honey to 3 or 4 
cups of boiling water. If peaches are nice and 
ripe and sweet, the 4-to-l ratio is about right. Too 
much swee t ness detracts from the true fruit S 
flavor. Pack he sliced paechse in sterilized jars 
and pour the honey-syrup over. Leave an inch 
of head space. Screw on tops and {»*ocess accord¬ 
ing to regular canning instructions. About 20 to 
25 minutes for quarts and just under 20 minutes 
f<M* pints with the water boiling. Start timing 
when the w’ater boils.

didn’t know any special details of this massacre.

I’ m g lad we went We had a pleasant after¬ 
noon wHh a nice elderiy couple, and It turned out 
that was our lost chance to meet .Mr. .Smith. 
Though he appeared quite weD that he was 
buried a week later. 

’That was the first time I*d come up against 
this particular hazard at recording history. I am 
glad that I got photographs of Mr. Smith and only 
scary that the tape recording w^as not a success. 

Aa far as the Qualicum Massacre was oon- 
cemedS^KHjgh, we drew a blank. If George’s 
mother had been oonoemed, she had Itept it a 
secret from her children! 

"She used, to tell us about walking along the 
beach when she was a child and seeing skulls and 
bones," he said. 

One odd thing was,* he never remembered 
hearing hef mention her mother though she often 
spoke her father who was Chief Maboy 
(he hoped his spelling W’as ri^t) ihe claimed to 
be his only child. 

'The Smiths lived on the Qualicum Reserve 
after their marriage but in 1905 they moved to 
Hornby Island to take advantagepW the school 
there. ’ 

Mr. Smith told us much at interest aboi^ the 
early days. raerRionkig many of the names 1 had 
become familiar with in doing research the 
history of Qualicum Bay. 

He was a logger and worked ^mostiy in that 
area until 1940 when he and his Me moved to 
Oyster Bay writh his outfit.

Dudley Pope is an .authority on 
the ships, seamen, strategy and tac¬ 
tics of Nelson's day and he worries 
at the subject like a dog with a 
bone. Pope gained access to some 
hitherto ui^iublished material and, 
in the manner of all historians who 
dig ig) a fresh bit of evidence, has 
used it as the excuse to reopen the 
case. 

Hie description of the battle itself 
will no doubt fascinate naval war¬ 
fare buffs; I found the detail weari¬ 
some. The large amount of space 
devoted to the diplomacy of the day 
left me equally cold, as did the 
excessive accounts of the machina¬ 
tions at the Danish court. 

NelsMi, the man, the one-eyed, 
one-armed hero of tlie Nile, is, as 
aiw’ays, endlessly interesting. 

No ^e can fail to become in¬ 
volved when reading of this frail ge¬ 
nius, l^elplessly in lo\e with Lady 
Hamilton, eager for war, and driven 
insanely jealous by the knowledge 
that wtiilst he was fighting for Eng¬ 
land's glory the Prince of Wales was 
doing his damnest to seduce his be¬ 
loved Enuna. 

But this story has been told and 
retold and Pope has nothing fresh to 
add. • 

By using a comparatively small 
amount of new source material to 
justify a rehashing of this brief but 
significant moment in history’, it 
seems to me the publishers of this 
expensive book are gambling almost 
os much as Nelson did at Copenha¬ 
gen.

NOVEL CONTRASTS TO SUIT EVERY TASTE

Many good writers of 
fiction become discour¬ 
aged and drop out 
through repeated fail¬ 
ures. The reason, all too 
often, is their refusal to 
compromise their integ¬ 
rity to cater to irrathtHil 
dentands of the reading 
public. 

For example, there is the greedy 
reader. This person's satisfaction 
lies in anticipation, llie demand 
here is 'Value lor my money,** 
value being reckoned by size. TUs 
uncritioal reader wants *‘a nice fat 
book'* wMi "lots to read" — writing 
skill piays no part in the dx>ice. 

The Needle’s Eye, by Margaret 
Drabble will appeal to die greedy 
reader. ITiis novel — 369 pages long 
^ will "last" for ages because 
neidier st>’le nor content compel one 
to turn the pages. 

The ^tory is simile ~ a variation 
o( the Oilman triangle. Set in Eng¬ 
land, we have a confirmed bachelS^ 
reluctantly involved wldi an in¬ 
trospective woman living apart fictMU 
her Greek husband. When d>e bache¬ 
lor finally falls, he discovos that 
the bonds beh^-een the wcxnan and 
her husband are too strong to break. 

This book is long on description 
and short <Mn dialogue: the writer is 
constantly setting the scene but is 
reluctant to play it. Here are two ex¬ 
amples : 

"When she got home the second 
post was waiting for her on the door¬ 
mat. She did not like the knk of it, 
there was one letter that kx)ked 
even from a distance as though it 
was from her solicitors. She put her 
shopping away in the kitchen and 
came back to ;Mck it up, and it was. 
She sighed and opuied it. Luckily it 
was not very interesting: It simi^ 
said (though not in such simfrie 1^ 
guage) that . .

The security of this self- 
knowledge. sllied to fulfillment in 
the form of pregnancy, enables her 
to face facts and meet life cm e<iual 
terms. Self-knowiedge produces (as 
it can for all humans) serenity and 
strength. 

It is a pleasure to note that the 
splendid translatian by Frances 
Keene and Jacqueline Stone is per¬ 
fectly in keeping whh Nicole Bres- 
sey's tightly controlled and com¬ 
pressed style and sensitive presenta¬ 
tion of this tuneless theme.

Virt'^ria. 

Then a member of the Nanaimo Historical So¬ 
ciety came to my rescue. She gave me a resume 
<!he had prepared from a paper given by Mr. 
William Barraclough. an enthusiastic and reliable 
memi>er of ifie Society. 

Mr. Barraclough’s information was taken 
from Bariy Stories of British Columbia by Dr. W. 
W. Walken. Dr. Walkem interviewed Adam 
Grant Horne, one of He witnesses to He shock¬ 
ing event 

Adam Horne was commissioned by Roderick 
Finlayson. Hudson's Bay Company official in 
charge of Fort Victoria, to discover if there was 
In Indian trail from the Qualicum River to the 
head of Barkley Sound. If such a trail existed, he 
was to ask permission of He Indians to use it- 
The year was 1856. 

Mr. Horne’s party of five, including an Iro¬ 


quois. was camped on the beach souH of the 
outlet of the Qualicum River, whm they saw a 
large fleet of Haida canoes approach from the 
sea and enter the river. 

Soon volumes of smoke were seen issuing 
from the direction to-which the canoes had gone. 
\\*hen they returned, the occupants were shouting 
and whooping and brandishing human heads held 
by the hairl 

As soon as He horrified party thought it w'as 
safe, they ventured to visit the site of the todian 
village where they found nothing but burning 
houses and dead bodies, stripped and headless. 

They beard a voice calHng and a search 
revealed an old woman badly wounded. She told 
them someHing of the raid. She said two young 
women, four little girls and two small boys had 
been taken away by the raiders. 

No mention of any baby in the bushes! The 
old woman died shortly afterwards. The explorers

I could go on and on, but these examides are 
enough to prove that there are hazards to writing 
history.

^ / must admit that when I first 
\ heard about this project, and my 
^information was vague, I wasn't 
overly impressed. The idea didn't 
really have that much impact. I 
recalled that when in Kowloon I 
had seen entire houses — if you- 
could call them that — made of 
cans. Flattened five-gallon petrol 
tins. Here, of course, the motiva¬ 
tion was bitter necessity and the 
result, quite without charm. 

I 

Not so Mrs. G. R. Mason's tin-can furniture. 
It’s miniature,.naturally. Likewise it's wholly en¬ 
chanting. Littl^ rockers, arm chairs, foot stools, 
love seats and dressing tables. They stand about 
four to five inches high, give an impression of 
wroughMron construction, and are upholstered in 
brilliant velvet. 

i The secret, ,I think, of their ver>' real beauty 
is the perfection of the workmanship. It’s 
flawless. 

To begin at the beginning. (Always a good 
idea.) Reta Mason, who lives wiA her family at 
1268 GarkirRoad, giveis the credit for her htAby 
to her father. Lester Mbnson, a retired Vancou¬ 
ver businessman who was in search of activi¬ 
ties with which to fill days. ' 

Monson is evidently one of those desirable 
males gifted with clever hands. 

"He can make anything," his daughter says, 
"and he does!" 

The work of another daughter, living in Sas¬ 
katchewan. gave him the tH'iginaJ idea, so, im¬ 
proving and improvising as he weht. he began to 
turn out the tiny furniture in its first stages. He 
brings it'over, or sends it, to Reta to be finished, 
and she makes it herself as well. 

The process is interesting because unusual. 
For the chairs, be it rocker, aim or straight 
chair, a can the size of the soup and vegetable 
container is used. One end is cut off and the rim 
removed. A paper template marked with parallel 
lines is glued to the tin, and the entire can is cUt 
into narrow strips from the open end to the dosed 
one. This means 55 meticulous cuts with a pair of 
large, serrated tin-snips, and leaves you with i 
flat round circle from w^ch dangle the octopus* 
arm strips. Are you with me? 

The next step involves arms, legs, and back. 
Bent downward from the four spots where legs 
would normally be^ are thus-and-so many strips, 
curved in cabriolet style, brought together at the 
bottom, and finished off with tight little curls, like 
die curley-cues in wrought irem. From the sides 
come the arms in varied styled, and the remain¬ 
ing strips are befit upward and curved to form 
the back rest. V’^iere necessary, joins are made 
with a soldering iron or with tiny clamps, the lat¬ 
ter being infinitesimal bits of the narrow strip¬ 
ping pinched tight. 

Th^ curls, which give a fine scroll-ljke effect 
to the' finished article, EU*e done with pointed 
pliers, and the graceful curves of back. arms, 
^nd legs, are bent round wooden molds made by 
Lester Monson, so that all will be symmetrical. 

The rocking-chairs have a special appliance, 
also the inventiqp of Mons<xi, to insure that the 
rockers themselves operate smoothly. This Is a 
small wooden stand cut for the shaping of the 
rockers, with a. vice-like clamp the size of a 
minute, to hold all steady. t; ‘|

items are sprayed in gold, some flat black, and 
some antiqued white with just a dusting of gold. 

paint serves as well to dull the sharp edges 
^ the tin, and does so quite effectively. 

In addition to soup and vegetable tins, baby- 
food cans are good for the smaller pieces, like the 
footstools, and for the more ekmgated items, like 
the love-seats and the dressing-tables, guess 
what? Luncheon meat tins! Little oval handbag 
mirrors are glued on for the vanities, much of the 
effect being reached because both ^ta and her 
father have, obviously, a good eye for correct 
proportions. 

^The most popular sets, says Reta Mason, are 
those finished in flat bla(^, which resembles so 
closely the wrought iron, with scarlet cushions.

Mr. and Mrs. Mason have 'four children. 
Three girls and David, aged seven, who is han¬ 
dicapped.

She is a 
member of the Women’s Auxiliary (what a lot of 
worth-wdiUe organizations such as clinics, 
churches, hospitals, the SPCA, owe a good part of

The intriguing thing is that he and Reta 
Mason have never met.

They take over the 
baking, says their mother, and a good deal of the 
housekeeping, and Cheryl, the eldest, now 14, can 
even construct the furniture, some of which she 
has made as gifts for frl^ds. 

As a matter of fact, ac little tin-can furniture 
isn’t the only project whose aim is moral and fi¬ 
nancial support for the Pearkes Clinic. It seems 
always that the busiest people get the most done. 
Reta makes hand puppets. She showed me two 
cartons loaded with these amusing toys, and says 
they sell very well. Made of colored felt, hair of 
fur or yam, big round eyes, bodies of brightly col¬ 
ored cottons, they fetch several dollars each at 
the clinic bazaars. This department, incidentally, 
gets an assist from Mr. Mason, who makes amus¬ 
ing wire spectacles for some of them! 

On hand were about 20 already finished, and 
it is hoped that there will be 50 altogether by the 
time of the next bazaar, which will be, please 
note. Nov. 4. at St. Andrew’s Kirk Hall on (!k)urt- 
ney Street. Visitors to the clinic may see speci¬ 
mens of both puppets and furniture displayed in 
show cases there. 

Nor is the miniature furniture the only proj¬ 
ect of Dad Monson in Vancouver. 

"He’s busy in his workshop all the time," 
says Reta. 

On her wall are three unusual plaques of 
varying sizes, also constructed entirely from tin 
cans.

MONTREAL — Valary Kharlamov led the 
underdog Russian national team with two goals in 
the second_peripd Satuiday night as'they scored a 
stunning 7-3 upset over Canada in tlie first game of 
an eight-game home and home series. 

It was the first meeting ever between the Rus¬ 
sian squad and Team Canada, composed of players 


from the professional National Hockey League. The 
next game will be played Monday night in Toronto. 

Goals by Boris Mikhailov and Eugeny Zimin, 
less than a minute apart late in the game, sealed 
Russia’s surprising • victory before 18,818 fans in 
Montreal’s Forum. 

It was Kliarlamov’s goals that sent the Russians 
into a 4-2 lead as the vlctoi-s overcame a 2-0 lead 
built up by Canada in the eaily minutes of the game. 

The Canadians were simply 
no match for the wel]-c<mdi> 
tioned Russians in the swel¬ 
tering heat at tlie Forum. 
After goals by Phil Esposito 
and Paul Henderson opened 
the scoring for Team Canada, 
the Russians shx>k .off their 
early jitters and gOaU by 
Zimin and \ladimir Petrov 
enabled tiiem to teke a 2-2 tie 
into the second period. 

Team Canada coach Harry 
Sinden said he was "stunned’* 
by the ine.xhaustible ph>’Sical 
condition of the So\iet team, 
but offered no excuses for 
Canada’s 7-3 loss to tiie Rus¬ 
sians. 


"We got beat by a fine 
hockey team," Sinden said at 
a post-game news conference. 

"They are in much better 
we are at this 
ex¬ 
pect them to skate as easily 
and as hard as they did for 60 
minute.s." 


Bobby Clarke namwed tlie 
Canadian deficit to 4-3 in tlie 
tliird period before Mikhailov 
and Zimin went to work and 
Alexander yakushe\* complet¬ 
ed the Russian blit/ T\ith lebs 
tlian two minutes remainins 
in the game.

a persistent game of l^ating 
the opposition to the puck. 

Tlieir short, crisp passes 
and snappy .shots gave Cana¬ 
dian goaltender Ken Drj’den 
little chance, and as the game 
came to a close, the Team 
Canada players seemed to 
wilt in the stifling heat wiiich 
raised a cloud of fog in some 
sections of the rink.

(Corpse Stands 61 Years 


Step Closer to Grave 


RALEIGH. N.C. fUPD — After 61 yeai-s 
the lid has finally been shut on Forenrio Con- 
cippio’s coffin. But unless someone cames up 
w itli some money, it may be another 6t years 
before the former carnival worker is buried. 

Under pressure from an ItaJian-American 
(ongressman and the state board of funeral 
dh^ctors and embalmers, a funeral director 
in Laurihburg last week set Con«ippio‘s ver¬ 
tical-resting. glass-cwered coffin in the hori¬ 
zontal position and put the top on the tvooden 
case. 

Concippio w,pa 35 when he w’as clubbed 
over the head with a stick by a fellow car¬ 
nival wtirker in McOoU, SX?., and died from 
tlie injui*y May 3,4211. 

He was brought to the McDougald funeral 
home In nearby Laurinburg and embalmed 


by .Malcolm McDougald at the request of 
Conciipi’s father. Tlie father deported $20 
and never returned. 

Eventually McDougald put a glass top on 
the coffin, fixed a rope under the corpse’s 
aiTnpits and set it up on display in the 
garage. It remained there until last week, an 
item of curiosi^* in this tox^Ti of about 9,000 . 
persons. 

Local residents tagged Concippio with the 
name "Spaghetti." 

Hewitt McDougald, son of the late Mal¬ 
colm, agreed last w'eek to dose the coffin 
after meeting with officials from the state 
board.
